A  CHAPTER  of  the  Most  Andent  and  Most 
NolAe  Order  of  the  Thistle,  having  been  sum* 
Bu>ned  for  this  daj,  the  following  Knights 
Brethren,  in  their  Mantles  and  Collars,  assembled 
in  the  Palace,  viz.: 

The  Earl  of  Bosebery,  the  Earl  of  Mansfield, 
the  Doke  of  Montrose,  the  Earl  of  Elgin,  the 
Dnke  of  Argyll,  and  the  Marquess  of  Ailsa^  at- 
teaded  by  the  undermentioned  Officers,  in  their 
mantles,  and  wearing  their  chains  and  badges ; 
viz.  :  Sir  John  Stewart  Richardson,  Baronet, 
Seeretary  of  the  Order,  and  Frederic-Peel  Round, 
£aq.»  Grentleman  Usher  of  the  Green  Rod. 

At  three  o'dock  the  Knights  Brethren  were 
called  over  by  tlie  Secretary,  when  (Her  Majesty 
and  Hia  Royal  Highness  the  Prince  Consort 
baring  passed  into  the  Chapter  Room),  they  pro- 
eeeded,  with  the  Officers  of  the  Order,  into  the 
presence  of  the  Sovereign. 

The  Queen  being  seated  in  Her  Chair  of  State, 
and  His  Royal  Highness  the  Prince  Consort  at 
the  table  on  the  right  hand  of  Her  Majesty,  the 
Sovereign  was  pleased  to  command  the  other 
Kiughts  Brethren  to  take  their  seats  at  the  table, 
according  to  their  seniority  in  the  Order,  the 
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Officers  of  the  Order  standing  at  the  bottom  of  the 
table. 

The  Sovereign  was  then  pleased  to  signify  Her 
Royal  pleasure  touching  the  election  of  a  Knight 
into  the  Order ;  whereupon  the  Knights  Brethren 
proceeded  to  the  election,  and  the  sutfrages  having 
been  collected  by  the  Secretary  (commencing  with 
the  Junior  Knight),  were  by  him,  kneeling,  pre- 
sented to  The  Sovereign,  who  was  pleased  to  de- 
clare that  the  Right  Honourable  Thomas,  Earl  of 
Zetland,  had  been  duly  elected  a  Knight  of  the 
Most  Ancient  and  Most  Noble  Order  of  the 
Thistle. 

Then,  by  command  of  The  Sovereign,  the  Earl 
of  Zetland  was  received  at  the  door  of  the  Chapter- 
room  by  the  Duke  of  Argyll  and  the  Marquess  of 
Ailsa,  the  two  Junior  Knights  Brethren  present, 
and  conducted  between  them  to  Her  Majesty,  pre- 
ceded by  the  Secretary  (bearing  the  ensigns  of  the 
Order  upon  a  velvet  cushion),  and  by  the  Gentle- 
man Usher  of  the  Green  Rod. 

The  Sword  of  State  being  thereupon  delivered 
to  the  Sovereign,  the  Earl  of  Zetland  kneeling 
near  the  Queen,  was  knighted  therewith  ;  after 
which  his  Lordship  had  the  honour  to  kiss  Her 
Majesty's  hand ;  the  Earl  of  Zetland  rising,  the 
Oath  was  administered  to  his  Lordship  by  the 
Secretary. 

The  Earl  of  Zetland  then,  again  kneeling,  and 
the  Secretary  on  his  knee,  presenting  to  Her 
Majesty  the  Riband  and  Jewel  of  the  Order,  the 
Queen,  assisted  by  His  Royal  Highness  the 
Prince  Consort,  the  senior  Knight,  was  graciously 
pleased  to  place  the  same  over  his  Lordship's  left 
shoulder. 

His  Lordship  having  again  kissed  the  Sove* 
reign's  hand,  and  after  receiving  the  congratu- 
lations of  the  Knights  Brethren,  retired.

The  Cfanpter  then  proceeded  to  a  second 
dection  ;  and,  the  suffrages  having  been  collected 
as  before,  and  presented  to  The  Sovereign,  Her 
Majesty  was  pleased  to  declare,  that  the  Riglit 
Honourable  Robert  Montgomorie,  Lord  Belhaven 
snd  Steoton,  had  been  duly  elected  a  Knight  of 
the  Mo6t  Ancient  and  Most  Noble  Order  of  the 
Thistle,  whereupon  his  Lordship  was  introduced 
tad  knighted,  and,  the  oath  having  been  adminis- 
tered to  his  Lordship,  he  was  invested  with  the 
Riband  and  Jewel,  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
Earl  of  Zetland  had  been,  and  the  like  ceremonies 
having  been  observed,  his  Lordship  withdrew. 

The  Chapter  being  ended,  the  Eniglits  Brethren 
were,  bjr  command  of  Her  Miijestj,  again  called 
over  by  the  Secretary,  and,  with  the  Officers  of 
the  Order,  retired  from  the  presence  of  The  Sove- 
reign with  the  usual  reverences.

Hanover,  His  Minister  Besident  and  Consul-

The  Senate  of  the  Free  Hanseatic  City  of 
Lubeck,  the  Sieur  Theodore  Curtius,  Doctor  of 
Laws,  and  Senator  of  "i^hat  City ; 

The  Senate  of  the  Free  Hanseatic  City  of 
Bremen,  the  Sieur  Otho  Gildemeister,  a  Senator 
of  that  City; 

The  Senate  of  the  Free  Hanseatic  City  ef 
Hamburgh,  the  Sieur  Charles  Hermann  Merck, 
Doctor  of  Laws,  a  Syndic  of  the  said  City ; 

Who,    after   having    exchanged     their    full 
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powers,  found   in  good   and  due   form,   hare 
agreed  upon  the  following  Articles : — 

ABTIGLE  L 

His  Majesty  the  Xing  of  Hanoyer  engages  to 
Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  the  United  Kingdom 
of  Gbeat  Britain  and  Ireland,  His  Majesty  the 
Emperor  of  Austria,  Xii^  of  Hungary  and 
Bohemia,  His  Maj^ty  the  King  of  the  Belgians, 
His  Majesty  the  JBrnperor  of  Brazil,  His  Majesty 
the  King  of  Denmark,  Her  Majes^  the  Queen 
of  Spain,  His  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  the  French, 
His  Koyal  Highness  the  Grand  Duke  of  Meek- 
lenhurg-Schwerin,  His  Majesty  the  King  of  the 
Netherlands,  His  Majesty  the  King  of  the 
Kingdom  of  Portugal  and  the  Algaryes,  Tti^ 
Majesty  the  King  of  Prussia,  His  M^esty  the 
Emperor  of  all  the  Bussias,  King  of  Poland, 
Grand  Duke  of  Finland,  His  Majesty  the  King 
of  Sweden  and  Norway,  and  the  Senates  of  the 
Free  Hanseatic  Cities  of  Lubeck,  Bremen,  and 
Hamburgh,  who  accept  such  engagement — 

1.  To  abolish  completely  and  for  eyer  the  duty 
hitherto  leyied  upon  the  cargoes  of  yessels  which, 
in  ascending  the  Elbe,  pass  the  mouth  of  the 
Biyer  Schwinge,  which  duty  is  generally  known 
under  the  name  of  the  Stade  or  Brun^ausen 
toU. 

2.  Not  to  substitute  for  the  duty,  the  suppres- 
sion of  which  is  stipulated  by  the  preceding  para- 
graph, any  new  tax,  of  whateyer  nature,  with 
regard  either  to  the  hull  or  the  cargo,  upon  yessels 
which  shall  ascend  or  descend  the  Elbe. 

8.  Not  henceforth  to  subject,  under  any  pre- 
tence whatever,  yessels  which  shall  ascena  or 
descend  the  Elbe,  to  any  measure  of  control 
relating  to  the  discontinued  duty. 

It  is,  boweyer,  well  understood  that  the  above- 
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mentioiied  amngements  shall  be  obligatory  only 
with  regard  to  the  Powers  which  are  Parties  to 
the  present  Treaty,  or  may  accede  thereto ;  His 
Majesty  the  King  of  Hanover  expressly  reserving 
to  himself  the  right  to  regulate^  by  speciid 
arrangements,  not  involving  visit  or  detention, 
the  treatment  in  regard  to  duties  and  customs, 
of  vessels  belonging  to  Powers  which  have  not 
or  shall  not  become  parties  to  this  Treaty. 

ABTICLE  XL 

His  Majesty  the  King  of  Hanover  engages, 
moreover,  to  the  above-mentioned  High  Uon- 
tracting  Parties : — 

1.  To  take  care,  as  hitherto,  and  according  to 
his  actual  obligations,  of  the  preservation  of  the 
works  which  are  necessary  to  the  free  navigatioa 
of  the  Elbe. 

2.  Not  to  introduce,  by  way  of  compensation 
for  the  expenses  resulting  from  the  execution  of 
such  engagement,  any  charge  whatever  in  the 
stead  and  place  of  the  Btaoe  or  Brunshausen 
duty. 

AETICLB  in. 

The  engagements  contained  in  the  two  preced- 
ing Articles  shall  come  into  operation  from  and 
after  the  Ist  of  July,  1861. 

AETICLB  IV. 

As  compensation  for  the  sacrifices  which  the 
'Stipulations  above  mentioned  will  impose  upon 
His  Majesty  the  Eling  of  Hanover,  Her  Majesty 
the  Queen  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland,  His  Majesty  the  Emperor  of 
Austria,  King  of  Hungiur  and  Bohemia,  His 
Majesty  the  King  of  the  Belgians,  Hia  Majesty 
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the  Emperor  of  Brazil,  His  MajeBtj  the  Kinff  ot 
Deumark,  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  Spain,  His 
Majesty  the  Emperor  of  the  French,  His  Boyal 
Highness  the  Grand  Duke  of  Mecklenhurg- 
Schwerin,  His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  Nether- 
lands, His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  Kingdoms  of 
Portugal  and  the  Algarves,  His  Majesty  the  King

With  vegard  to  the  manner,  the  pUiee,  and  the 
time  of  payment  of  the  different  quotas,  it  is 
agreed  that  payment  ehall  be  made  in  German 
thalers,  at  Hanorer  or  at  ELamburgh,  at  the  option 
of  the  paying  Gt>Temment,  and  within  the  term 
of  three  months  from  the  Ist  of  July,  1861. 
Separate  arran^menta  may,  nevertheleee,  be 
made  with  a  view  to  extend  the  term  above 
mentioned,  or  to  proyide  for  payment  by  annni- 
ties.

AETICLE  VI. 

The  execution*  of  the  reciprocal  engagements 
contained  in  the  present  Treaty  is  expressly  de- 
clared to  be  subject  to  the  fulfilment  of  the  for- 
malities and  ruler  prescribed  by  the  constitutional 
laws  of  those  of*  the  High  Contracting  Parties 
for  whom  such  a  sanction  is  needful,  and  who 
engSfge  to  take  measures  for  obtaining  the  same 
with  the  least  possible  delay.

Extracti  from  Proioeoi  {No,  3)  of  a  Coirferenee 
held  at  Hanover^  June  19,  1861. 

(Translation.) 

The  Conference  proceeds  to  the  examination 
of  the  draft  of  Protocol  intended  to  regulate  the 
temporary  state  of  things  until  the  definitive 
aocomplishment  by  all  the  Contracting  Powers  of 
the  engagements  contained  in  Articles  YI  and 
VII  of  the  Treaty. 
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The  Protocol  is  read  hy  the  Count  de  Platen. 

The  Delegate  of  Hanover  deems  it  unnecessary 
to  say  anything  in  support  of  a  drafV,  which  is  in 
all  points  conformable  to  the  Protocol  signed  on 
occasion  of  the  abolition  of  the  Sound  dues. 

The  Delegate  of  the  Netherlands  remarks  that 
it  will  be  necessary  to  ascertain  the  manner  in 
which  the  Government  of  Hanover  proposes  to 
execute  the  measure  of  taking  security  contem- 
plated by  the  draft*  Referring  to  Ihe  circular 
issued  by  the  Direction  of  the  Customs  of  the 
Sound  on  the  29th  of  March,  1857,  which,  though 
not  included  in  the  negotiations  properly  so 
called,  did  not  the  less  bear  a  certain  international 
character,  he  expresses  the  desire  that  Hanover 
would  adopt  an  administrative  arrangement  ana- 
logous to  that  measure  of  the  Danish  Govern- 
ment The  Government  of  the  Netherlands  can 
only  admit  the  Protocol  subject  to  such  a  reser- 
vation. 

The  Count  de  Platen-Hallermund  replies  that 
the  Government  of  Hanover,  with  an  earnest 
wish  to  accommodate  as  much  as  possible  all  inte- 
rests concerned,  is  ready  to  adopt  an  expedient 
which  would  consist  in  leaving  to  the  parties  the 
option  of  making  a  deposit  in  cash,  or  of  giving 
security  through  a  broker  residing  in  the  port  of 
destination,  whose  solvency  is  known  to  the  toll 
office,  and  who,  instead  of  the  papers  and  docu- 
ments prescribed  in  §  8  6.  of  the  Regulation  of  the 
13th  of  April,  1844  (relative  to  the  Stade  or 
Bronshausen  toll)  would  have  only  to  give  a 
simple  note  of  hand  (**cSdule^\  retaining  his 
remedy  against  the  proper  person  with  regard  to 
the  amounts  specified  therein. 

The  Conference  decides  unanimously  to  accept 
the    proposition    of  the  Delegate  of  Hanover, 
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which  shall  be  inseitad  in  the  froc^-wrtol  of  Ihe 
ntting. 

The  Protocol  is  pat  to  the  Tote,  and  anaai* 
mouslj  adopted,  after  the  date  of  tho  Isi  of  Julj 
had  been  inserted  therein. 

The  Plenipotentiarjr  of  Oreat  Britain  then 
spoke  in  the  foliowins  terms  :— > 

*'  The  Conferenee  has  happilj  decided  upon  the 
Dnbft  of  Treat/  by  which  the  Stade  toll  wiU  be 
abolished,  and  HanoTer  takes  the  engagements 
contained  in  Article  II  thereof.  I  think  that  as 
tlsere  are  two  other  riverain  States  represented  in 
the  Conference,  it  would  be  well  to  ascertain  in 
what  manner  their  Governments  intend  to  act  in 
future  relative  to  the  maintenance  of  the  free 
navigation  oi  the  river. 

"  I  therefore  take  the  liberty  of  asking  each  of 
those  Plenipotentiaries  whether  it  is  in  their 
power  to  g^ve  explanations  on  this  sulject." 

The  Plenipotentiarj  of  His  Migestj  the  King  of 
Denmark  reads  the  foDowing  Declaration  :*- 

*'  The  Plenipotentiarj  of  His  Mi^estj  the  King 
of  Denmark  declares  that  hiaGrovemment  engagea 
to  maintain  in  futnre,  as  in  the  past,  so  far  as  it  is 
ooncemed,  the  works  serving  to  maintain  the 
navigability  of  the  Elbe,  without  imposing,  by  way 
of  ooropoieation,  any  new  doty  whatever,  eitho* 
qpon  the  hull  of  vessels  which  skaU  ascend  or 
descend  that  riv^  or  upon  their  cargoes." 

The  Plenipotentiary  of  Hamburgh,  respon^g 
on  bis  side  to  the  invitation  of  the  Plenipotentiary- 
of  Great  Britain,  says  that  he  might,  perhaps* 
contest  the  competency  of  the  Conference  to  deal 
with  the  question  thus  raised.  He  will,  however, 
abstain  from  doing  so.  In  consequence,  he  haa 
the  honour  to  make^  in  the  name  of  the  Senate,  the 
following  Declaration  :•— 

The  Plenipotentiarj  ol   the  Free  City    of 
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Hamburgh  deckrss  tliat  the  abolition  of  the  Stade 
toll  will  nerer  be  for  that  city  a  motive  for  altering 
the  actual  ttate  of  things  relatiye  to  the  mainte- 
nance at  its  expense  of  the  navigability  of  tbe 
Elbe  from  Hambargh  to  tbe  se%  vrhieh  state  ^f 
things  will  subsist  in  all  respects  without  altera- 
tion." 

At  the  reqoest  of  the  Plenipotentiary  of  the 
Netherlands,  the  Conference  decides  that  the  De* 
clarations  which  have  been  read  shall  be  textaally 
inserted  in  the  Protocoi  of  the  sitting,  as  well  as 
the  explanations  of  the  Pknipotentiary  of  Great 
Britain  which  gave  rise  to  them.

Order. 

A, 

Ships  of  all  States  which  may  or  may  not  have 
acceded  to  the  Treaty  are,  from  the  Ist  of  July  of 
this  year,  released  from  stopping  or  anchoring 
before  the  Schwinge  for  the  purpose  of  making 
declaration  of  toll. 

B. 

Ships  of  the  States  which  took  part  in  the  Re- 
demption  Treaty f  and  have  since  fulfilled  the  re* 
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served  condHion  made  in  AriieUt  6  and  7  of  ike 
Treaty  (t.e.,  the  obtaining  the  necessniy  approval 
of  the  Legislative  Bodies,  and  the  formial  ratifica* 
tion),  are  to  be  treated  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  following  sections,  I— -o  : — 

Up  to  this  time  the  reserved  condition  has  been 
fulfilled  bj  Belgium  and  Brazil. 

So  soon  as  this  shall  be  done  bj  other  States 
also,  a  further  order  thereupon  shall  be  issued. 

§  1.  Cargoes  of  those  ships,  supposing  their 
nationality  to  be  shown  in  accordance  with  the 
direction  (§  3),  will  be  released  from  payment  of 
the  Stade  (Brunshaosen)  Toll,  asalsofrjm  pay- 
ment of  any  other  duties  for  the  action  of  the 
guardship  at  Brunshaiisen,  from  the  1st  of  July  of 
this  year,  in  case  and  so  far  as  the  Treaty  with 
the  individual  State  to  which  the  ship  belongs  be 
brought  to  complete  settlement  by  fulfilment  of 
the  above  reserved  condition  by  the  1st  July  of 
this  year  ;  and  if  not,  then  from  the  day  on  which 
this  complete  formal  settlement  is  made  known  to 
the  Royal  Government. 

§  2.  In  regard  to  the  cargoes  of  the  ships  men* 
tioned  in  the  preceding  section,  the  production  of 
oargo  documents  from  and  after  the  day  of  release 
will  no  longer  be  required. 

§  3.  On  the  other  hand,  masters  of  the  ships 
mentioned  in  §  ],  in  order  to  acquire  exemption 
from  toll,  are  nirther  bound  to  prove  their  nation- 
ality in  passing  the  toll  line  ;  and  that  not  merelj 
by  hoisting  their  flag,  but  by  delivering  in  a  paper 
whether  sea  pass  or  commission,  or  ship's  register^ 
or  certificate  of  build  (Biel brief)  &c.,  8(C.,  notify* 
ing  the  nationality  of  the  ship. 

If  the  nationality  of  the  ship  be  not  suffleientlj 
shown  in  passing  the  toll  line,  the  proof  of 
nationality  must  be  completed  in  the  harbour  of 
the  place  to  which  she  is  bound. 
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For  the  rest,  the  control  in  this  ease  will  not  be 
stringently  maintained,  except  in  the  case  of  those 
vessels  whose  nationality  is  not  already  known 
otherwise  to  the  Elbe  Toll  officials  at  Brans- 
hausen. 

§  4.  As  a  rule,  upon  proof  of  nationality 
shown,  an  official  certificate  (Annex  1),  will  be 
given  to  the  Master  by  the  officer  of  the  Elbe  Toll 
Guardship,  at  Brunshaosen. 

This  certificate  is  to  be  delivered  in  at  the  office 
of  the  Elbe  Toll  Guardship,  on  the  return 
voyage,  instead  of  the  return  certificate  (Retour- 
schein). 

§  5.  The  obligation  to  prove  nationality  ceases 
so  soon  as  the  Treaty  for  redeeming  the  Stade 
(Brunshausen)  Toll  shall  be  brought  to  complete 
settlement  by  all  the  contracting  States,  through 
fulfilment  of  the  reserved  condition  mentioned 
above. 

C. 

In  regard  to  ships  of  those  States  which  have 
concluded  the  Treaty  of  Redemption^  but  have  not 
pet  brought  the  same  to  complete  settlement^  namely 
at  present,  Bremen,  Denmark^  France,  Great 
Britain,  Hamburgh,  Hanover,  Lubeck,  Mecklen- 
burgh,  Netherlands,  Norway,  Austria,  Portugal, 
Prussia,  Russia,  Spain,  and  Sweden,  the  following 
provisions  will  be  observed  until  a  complete  settle- 
ment be  obtained  on  their  part,  when  their  ships

§  6.  The  amount  of  duty  upon  goods  passing

$  7.  For  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the 
amoant  of  duties  to  be  deposited  or  secun^d,  as  in 
§  6,  the  ship  and  cargo  papers  are  to  be  deliTered 
in  at  the  office  of  the  Elbe  Toll  Guardship,  in 
Brunshausen,  bj  ships  passing  the  toll  line. 

The  retttm  certificate  (Retonrscbein)  wiB  not 
be  made  out  until  the  provisions  of  §  6  be  com- 
plied with. 

§  8.  So  soon  as  the  Treaty  for  the  redemption 
of  the  Brnnshansen  Toil  witk  one  of  the  States 
which  have  acceded  thereto  sball  be  brought  to 
tampkte  settlement,  umj  som  paid  for  duties  de- 
poeked  as  by  §  6  upon  goods  passing  the  toH-line 
in  shipa  of  dtt  State  shaU  be  repaid  to  the  depo- 
sitor in  full  amounts,  or  to  any  person  empowered 
by  him,  on  receiving  back  the  Certificate  of  Depo- 
sit receipted  (Annex  2)  ;  and  in  like  manner  any 
securrty  bonds  of  brokers  (see  6  in  §  6)  of  Annex 
3,  for  the  amount  of  duties  upon  such  goods  as 
bave  passed  the  toll-line,  in  ships  of  this  State^ 
shall  be  declared  cancelled,  and  given  back. 

But  if  one  or  other  of  the  States  which  have 
acceded  to  the  Treaty  by  signing  the  same  should 
declare  its  inability  to  ratify  the  Treaty,  then  the 
amount  of  tolls  deposited  for  goods  passing  the 
toll-line  in  ships  of  Ah  State  shall  go  over  to  the

§  9.  A  disbursement  of  8  per  cent,  from  the 
Hoyal  Treasury  shall  be  granted  to  the  brokers 
for  those  amounts  of  toU  which  they  may  deposit 
or  become  security  for.

At  about  4 
o'clock  P.M.,  a  very  heavy  and  well-directed  fire 
was  suddenly  opened  upon  them  from  the  Bush, 
and  the  high  ground  on  the  left.  Three  men 
being  wounded  simultaneously,  two  of  them  mor- 
tally, assistance  was  called  for  in  order  to  hav9 
them  carried  to  the  rear :  a  file  was  immediately 
sent,  but  had  scarcely  arrived,  when  one  of  them 
fell,  and  Lieutenant  Rees  was  wounded  at  the  same 
time.  Colour-Serjeant  Lucas,  under  a  very  heavy 
fire  from  the  rebels,  who  were  not  more  than 
thirty  yards  distant,  immediately  ran  up  to  the 
assistance  of  this  Officer,  and  sent  one  man  with 
him  to  the  rear.  He  then  took  charge  of  the 
arms  belonging  to  the  killed  and  wounded  men, 
and  maintained  his  position  until  the  arrival  of 
supports  under  Lieutenants  Gibson  and  Whelan.

A  DESPATCH,  of  which  the  following  is 
an  Extract,  has  been  received,  with  its  Enclo- 
sures, from  Migor*Greneral  Pratt,  EIC.B. : 

Head  Quarters,  Campy  WaUara, 
Sib,  AprU  2,  1861. 

BEFERBING  to  my  de^atch  of  tbe.l  ith  and 
I2th  ultimo,  I  have  the  hooour  to  enclose,  for  the 
information  of  His  Boyal  Highness  the  Grenend 
Commaading-in*Chief,  documents  as  per  annexed 
list,  by  which  it  will  be  seen  that  the  trnee  with 
Wiremn  TamehanA  up  to  the  lotli  March  led  to 
Bo  result,  beyond  tke  tmnsmiasion  of  letters  from 
Tamduma  to  the  Oovemor,  the  Bishop  of  N«w 
Zealand  and  to  6tr  W.  Martin,  with  a  request  that 
Ihey  thouU  be  fiarwaoded  bj  me,  and  that   I 
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acquainted  him  that  if  he  did  not  agree  to  the 
terms  I  had  offered  to  him,  by  the  afternoon  of 
the  14th  March,  I  should  recommence  hostilities  ; 
accordingly,  the  long  expected  Armstrong  guns 
and  mortars  haying  in  the  interim  reached  me,  on 
the  moniing  of  the  15th  March,  I  had  them  placed 
in  position  and  commenced  the  advance  and 
attack  more  vigorously  than  ever.  The  sap  was 
pushed  forward  and  the  guns  and  mortars  made 
excellent  play  on  the  various  positions. 

During  the  night  of  the  16th  March,  the  enemy 
attempted  to  take  away  the  sap-roUer  but  were 
stopped,  with  loss,  by  the  explosion  of  a  shell 
which  had  been  purposely  placed  in  it. 

On  the  morning  of  the  18th,  the  Native  Secre- 
tary Mr.  McLean  duly  accredited  by  the  Grovernor, 
and  accompanied  by  several  induential  chiefs, 
arrived  in  my  camp,  and  a  letter  to  Tamebana  was 
sent  by  Mr.  McLean  to  the  effect  that  if  a  white 
flag  was  hoisted,  operations  would  be  suspended 
and  that  at  a  conference  the  Gk>vemor'8  reply  to 
his  letter  would  be  communicated  to  him.  During 
the  whole  day,  however,  the  works  were  carried 
on,  and  about  5  p.m.  a  very  brisk  fire  was  opened 
on  the  skirmishers  on  the  right  flank,  promptly 
replied  to  by  us,  in  which  the  enemy  owns  to  have 
met  with  severe  loss,  while  we  had  three  men 
killed,  and  two  officers  and  four  men  wounded. 

At  daylight  on  the  19th  March,  a  white  flag 
was  hoisted  and  operations  were  suspended,  the 
enemy  were  evidently  thoroughly  sickened  of  the 
war.  Mr.  McLean  had  an  interview  with  the 
insurgent  chiefs,  and  on  his  return  he  informed 
me  that  the  Waikato,  the  men  from  Wanganui, 
and  the  Ngatiruanuis,  would  return  to  their 
respective  homes,  and  William  King  to  Mataitawa 
to  await  terms  of  peace  ;  and  next  morning  there 
was  not  an  insurgent  in  my  front,  all  having  gone. 
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When  about  to  send  a  few  men  to  occapj  the 
position,  Mr.  McLean  told  me,  that  in  natiTO 
opinion,  they  having  retired  from  my  front  was 
submission,  and  that  to  occupy  the  position  would 
now  be  considered  somewhat  unfair  and  would 
retard  negociations.  I  stipulated,  however,  that 
whilst  we  should  keep  our  advanced  positions,  the 
pahs  and  positions  before  me  should  be  vacated  and 
that  no  one  should  remain  in  or  near  them  during 
the  cessation  of  hostilities  and  pending  the  arrivid 
of  the  Grovemor. 

His  Excellency  arrived  on  the  27th  March,  and 
negociations  are  now  going  on  which  I  trust  will 
terminate  in  an  honourable  and  lasting  peace. 

On  the  30th,  when  being  sworn  in  as  a  Member 
of  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Colony,  the 
English  mail  arrived,  and  Lieutenant-General 
Cameron,  C.B.,  reached  my  camp  with  orders  to 
assume  the  command  of  the  forces  in  New  Zealand, 
which  wa8  to  be  separated  from  the  Australian 
colonies,  while  I  was  directed  to  return  to  my 
command  in  Melbourne. 

I  enclose  a  list  of  casualties  since  the  lith 
March,  until  the  cessation  of  hostilities,  amongst 
which  will  be  found  the  name  of  Lieutenant 
Macnaghten,  Royal  Artillery,  who  fell  at  the  head 
of  the  advanced  demi -parallel  whilst  serving  a 
Coehom  mortar.  The  gallantry  and  coolness  of 
this  young  officer  during  the  whole  of  this  war 
had  rendered  him  a  general  favourite,  and  his 
untimely  fate  has  been  deeply  felt  in  the  force 
from  the  general  to  the  private. 

I  have  now  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  His  Royal 
Highness  the  services  of  Commodore  Seymour 
and  the  Naval  Brigade.  The  cordial  co-opera- 
tion which  I  have  experienced  from  this  gallant 
officer  has  been  uninterrupted  during  the  whole 
period  in  which  we  have  served  together. 
1861.  4  O 
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Deputy  -  Inspector  -  General  J.  Monat,  C.B^ 
V.G.,  whose  services  were  at  all  times  most  valua- 
ble and  always  available  in  all  positions ;  and  he 
has  brought  to  my  notice- 
Surgeon  T.  £.  White,  65th  Regiment,  and 
Assistant-Surgeon  B.  Styles,  40th  Regiment 

Deputy-Commissary-General  Jones,  and  J.  P« 
Du  Moulin,  Esq.,  who  has  acted  as  Deputy- 
Assistant-Commissary-General,  and  has  done  duty 
with  the  troops  in  the  field  during  the  whole 
period  of  the  service. 

D.  Hay,  Esq.,  Native  Commissioner,  who  has 
been  attached  to  the  forces  whilst  in  the  field,  has 
also  rendered  efficient  and  essential  service  in  his 
department. 

There  is  one  staff-officer,  however  (Lieutenant- 
Colonel  Carey,  D.A.G.),  who  I  venture  to  bring 
to  His  Royal  Highness's  notice  as  being  worthy 
of  some  special  mark  of  Her  Majesty's  approba- 
tion. His  gallantry  and  unremitting  exertions 
during  the  whole  of  the  war  have  been  singularly 
conspicuous,  and  have  been  remarked,  not  only 
by  myself,  but  by  every  member  of  this  force. 

And  with  regard  to  the  soldiery  of  all  arms,  it 
is  my  bounden  duty  to  point  out  their  arduous 
and  unceasing  labour  in  erecting  strong  redoubts 
and  pushing  forward  the  sap,  always  under  heavy 
fire,  and  driving  the  enemy  from  his  lines  of  rifie- 
pits  and  strong  positions  with  a  loss  to  us  indes- 
cribably small,  thus  showing  this  wily,  brave,  and 
skilful  foe  that  all  was  unavailing  against  scientific 
works  carried  on  by  gallant  men.

From  Colonel  Mouldy  Commanding  Royal  En- 

gineerSy  New  Zealand. 

Royal  Engineer  Office, 
Sm,  Taranaki,  March  30,  1861. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  submit,  for  the  informa- 
tion of  the  Major* General  Commanding,  the  fol- 
lowing Report,  accompanied  by  a  sketch,  of  the 
Engineer  operations  carried  on  for  the  attack  of 
the  pah  on  Matarikoriko,  the  entrenched  position 
at  and  about  Huirangi,  and  the  Te  Arei  Pah. 

The  Major- General  having  resolved  on  the  re- 
duction of  the  pah  on  the  strong  and  commanding 
position  of  MEttarikoriko,  and  to  entrench  the 
troops  in  a  suitable  position  to  carry  on  that  as 
well  as  other  subsequent  operations,  a  redoubt. 
No.  1,  having  a  perimeter  (interior)  of  266  yards, 
and  an  area  of  2,660  square  yards,  capable  of  ac- 
commodating 460  men,  with  four  guns,  was  traced 

*  Inelode*  two  rank  and  file  omitted  in  last  return. 
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out  OD  the  moming  of  the  29ih  December  la8t|  on 
the  site  of  the  old  Kairaa  Pah,  about  1,100  yards 
distant  from  Matarikoriko,  and  commeiiced  under 
coyer  of  a  line  of  skirmishers,  and  was  carried  on 
without  molestation  for  upwards  of  two  hours, 
with  a  working  party  of  100  men,  superintended 
by  a  detail  of  Royal  Engineers.  About  9  a.m.  a 
sharp  fire  of  musketry  was  opened  by  the  enemy 
from  lines  of  rifle  pits,  previously  unseen,  situated 
on  the  left  and  leflt  front  of  the  redoubt,  some  only 
140  yards  distant  on  the  edge  of  a  very  steep 
wooded  and  swampy  gulley.  Neyertheless  the 
work  was  continued  without  interruption,  though 
there  was  but  little  intermission  in  the  enemj^s 
fire,  good  coyer  was  obtained  by  6  p.m.,  and  480 
men  occupied  it  during  the  night.  On  the  30th 
December  platforms  were  laid  on  the  left  face  of 
the  redoubt,  and  two  8-inch  guns  mounted  to 
breach  the  pah,  and  the  parapets  were  heightened 
in  parts  so  that  the  interior  of  the  redoubt  might 
be  more  thoroughly  defiladed.  On  the  31st  De- 
cember, it  having  been  ascertained  that  the  Mata- 
rikoriko Pah  had  been  eyacuated  by  the  enemy,  it 
was  taken  possession  of,  100  men,  with  one 
24-pounder  howitzer,  and  a  detail  of  Royal  En- 
gineers, encamped  inside,  and  the  construction  of 
a  stockade  to  accommodate  60  men,  was  immedi- 
ately commenced  within  the  pah,  and  carried  on 
day  by  day  briskly  to  completion. 

It  being  known  that  the  enemy  had  strong  en- 
trenched lines  at  Huirangi,  in  difficult  positions 
on  the  edges  of  gullies,  with  bush  and  scrub  in 
their  rear,  the  Major-Gencral  approved  of  a  plan 
to  establish  redoubts,  one  in  advance  of  anouer, 
and  then  to  form  approaches  towards  the  position. 

In  accordance  with  this  arrangement  a  redoubt. 
No.  2,  26  yards  square,  was  established  on  the 
14th  January,  about  600  yards  in  front  of  No*  l> 
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aad  occupied  the  same  night  by  120  men  and  one 
24*poander  howitzer,  mounted  en  barbette. 

On  the  18th  January  redoubt  No.  S,  30  yards 
aquare  interiorly,  was  established  about  400  yards 
in  front  of  No.  2,  and  oocupied  that  night  by  100 
men,  with  one  howitzer.  The  fire  from  the 
enemy's  position  was  in  the  early  part  of  the  day 
yery  brisk,  and  at  internals  heavy  volleys  wera 
fired ;  but  the  fire  was  materially  kept  down  by 
that  of  the  Artillery  and  skirmishers,  so  that  the 
easualties  were  small,-— only  two  in  number. 

On  the  19th  January  and  the  two  following 
days  additions  were  made  as  wings  to  the  redoubt, 
so  as  to  increase  the  accommodation  and  to  afford 
flanking  drfence,  and  an  8-inch  gun  was  mounted 
in  the  right  wing.  The  enlarged  redoubt  had  an 
area  of  1,900  square  yards,  and  accommodated 
about  450  men  in  tents. 

On  the  22nd  January  a  double  sap,  directed 
towards  the  centre  of  the  enemy's  position,  was 
commenced  and  carried  on,  without  intermission, 
day  by  day,  until  the  2nd  February,  when  it 
reached  their  rifle  pits.  The  daring  attack  of  the 
enemy  on  the  leit  wing  of  No.  3  redoubt,  on  the 
morning  of  the  23rd  January,  not  being  connected 
with  the  Engineer  operations,  is  only  thus  alluded 
to.  .  The  sap,  except  for  the  first  1 20  yards,  when 
it  was  only  12  feet  in  width,  was  fifteen  feet  wide 
in  the  clear  of  the  gabions,  and  was  substantially 
traversed  at  intervals  of  from  3o  to  40  feet.  The 
whole  distance  sapped  was  768  yards,  thus  aver* 
aging  64  yards  a  day,  and  was  executed  without 
a  single  casualty,  notwithstanding  frequent  daily 
volleys  of  musketry  and  dropping  fire  from  various 
parts  of  the  ememy's  position,  all  concentrated  on 
the  head  of  the  sap.  During  its  progress,  redoubt. 
No.  4,  13  yards  square  interiorly,  to  hold  a 
guard  of  410  nuan,  was  established  on  the  27th 


1292 

January  on  the  right,  and  on  the  2dth  January 
redoubt  No.  5,  24  yards  square^  was  constructed 
on  the  left,  about  250  yards  from  the  rifle  pits, 
for  a  garrison  of  100  men.  From  the  date  of  the 
formation  of  this  last  redoubt,  the  enemy  had  not 
fired  upon  the  working  parties,  having  cTacuated 
their  whole  line,  which  was  about  1500  yards  in 
length  from  extreme  right  to  left,  and  had  retired 
down  the  gullies  into  the  bush,  and  broken  country 
in  their  rear.  Thus  the  first  objective  point 
aimed  at  by  the  Mtgor-Genend  was  satisfactorily 
attained. 

Redoubt  No.  6,  was  commenced  on  the  line  of 
the  enemy's  position,  near  the  centre  thereof,  on 
the  2nd  February,  completed  on  the  Srd,  and  oc- 
cupied the  same  date,  with  450  men,  with  two 
24-pounder  howitzers,  and  an  8-inch  gun  was 
mounted  on  the  4th  February,  in  the  right  half 
bastion  of  the  redoubt.  There  being  a  bush, 
with  dense  undergrowth  close  to  the  left  front 
of  the  redoubt,  which  might  give  cover  to  the 
enemy  to  advance,  and  attempt  a  surprise,  it 
was  resolved  to  destroy  it,  and  working  parties 
were  employed  in  cutting  it  down  on  the  3rd 
February,  and  several  following  days. 

From  No.  6  Redoubt,  the  strong  position  of 
Puke-rangiora,  situated  upon  the  brink  of  a 
steep  cliff,  about  300  feet  high,  falling  to  the 
Waitara  River,  backed  by  a  thick  bush  and  occu- 
pied in  part  by  Te  Arei  Pah,  was  observed  through 
an  avenue  in  the  bush,  and  presumed  to  be  at  a 
distance  of  about  2,000  yards.  After  a  careful 
reconnaissance,  the  Major-General  determined  to 
attack  it  in  a  mode  similar  to  that  proposed  for  the 
reduction  of  the  Matarikoriko  Pah,  and  carried 
out  in  the  capture  of  the  Huirangi  position  ; 
accordingly  on  the  10th  February,  a  force  moved 
by  two  roads  towards  the  position,  and  when 
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within  850  yards  of  Te  Arei»  the  enemy  opened  a 
well  sustained  fire  from  the  pah,  and  from  unseen 
lines  of  rifie  pits  of  considerable  extent,  right  and 
left  and  in  advance  thereof.  A  Redoubt,  No.  7, 
having  a  perimeter  of  240  yards,  and  an  area  of 
1,650  superficial  yards,  was  immediately  traced 
out,  carried  on  under  a  very  heavy  fire  to  com- 
pletion, and  occupied  that  night  by  400  men. 

As  the  enemy's  position  commanded  the 
redoubt,  the  11th  February  was  occupied  in 
raising  portions  of  the  parapets,  and  surmounting 
them  with  gabions,  with  sand-bag  loop-holes  at 
intervals  between,  and  the  redoubt  was  enlarged 
to  give  greater  accommodation,  on  the  14th  and 
15  th  February. 

A  single  sap,  defiladed  in  directions  from  the 
enemVs  position,  but  with  traverses  at  intervals, 
to  se^nrTit  from  an  oblique  plunging  fire,  wu 
commenced  on  the  16th  February,  and  was  carried 
on  with  occasional  interruptions  from  the  weather, 
and  under  a  heavy  fire  from  the  enemy  at  uncer- 
tain  periods,  during  each  day,  until  the  24th 
February,  when  it  became  necessary  to  change  its 
direction,  and  to  resort  to  the  double  sap.  The 
progi*ess  during  the  above  period  was  432  yards. 
On  the  25th  and  26th  the  double  sap  was  pro- 
ceeded with  to  the  extent  of  65  yards,  and  a  short 
demi-parallel  to  the  left  was,  during  the  same 
time,  executed  to  afford  cover  for  men  to  protect 
its  further  progress.  During  the  night  of  the  26th 
the  enemy  had  crept  quietly  to  the  sap,  had 
destroyed  the  whole  of  the  double  sap,  more  or 
less  injured  about  130  yards  of  the  single  sap,  and 
the  whole  of  the  demi-parallel,  moving  away  into 
the  pah  3  heavy  sap  rollers  and -40  or  50  gabions, 
and  before  retiring  burning  some  of  the  latter  in 
the  sap,  which  was  the  fijrst  intimation  that  the 
enemy  had  given  of  their  secret  movement*    The 
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27th  and  28th  February,  and  part  of  the  Ist 
March,  was  occupied  in  making  good  the  damage 
done  to  the  sap.  and  in  constructing  a  Redoubt 
(No.  8)  16  yards  square,  to  contain  a  guard  of 
80  men.  In  the  afternoon  of  the  Ist  March  the 
sap  was  recommenced  in  front  of  No.  8  Redoubt, 
and  continued  until  the  afternoon  of  the  Srd,  when 
in  consequence  of  a  depression  in  the  ground,  it 
became  so  exposed  to  a  plunging  Are  from  the 
pah,  that  it  became  necessary  to  suspend  it.  On 
this  day  the  only  sapper  who  had  been  hit  during 
the  progress  of  the  sap,  was  severely  wounded  in 
the  back.  To  keep  down  the  fire  of  the  enemy  a 
demi-parallel,  to  afford  cover  for  marksmen  and 
for  a  howitzer  and  a  Cohorn  mortar,  was  oom-> 
menced  on  the  last-mentioned  date,  on  the  left  of 
the  sap,  and  50  yards  in  front  of  No.  8  Redoubt, 
and  completed  on  the  4th,  on  the  morning  of 
which  day  the  sap  was  proceeded  with,  and  con- 
tinued with  the  intermission  of  one-half  of  the  6th, 
and  the  whole  of  the  7th  and  8th,  until  the  even- 
ing of  the  11th,  though  exposed  daily  to  a  heavy 
fire  from  the  enemy,  especially  on  the  afternoon 
of  the  6tht  when  they  opened  from  their  whole 
line,  commencing  on  their  extreme  left  in  a  bush 
to  the  right  rear  of  No.  7  Redoubt,  doubtless  to 
draw  attention  from  the  sap,  into  which  a  sharp 
fire  was  subsequently  poured  from  a  scrub  on  the 
edge  of  a  precipice,  about  25  yards  to  the  left  of 
the  head  of  the  sap. 

Hostilities  which  had  been  suspended  on  the 
12th,  13th,  and  14th  March,  were  recommenced 
on  the  morning  of  the  16  th,  and  the  sap  being 
then  in  dose  proximity  to  a  line  of  rifie  pits  on 
the  edge  of  the  precipice  above  alluded  to,  a  demi- 
parallel  was  commenced  by  the  sap  on  the  1^ 
of  the  main  approach,  and  continued  on  that  and 
the  two  following  days,  when  it  attained  the  edge 
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of  the  precipice  at  one  of  the  enemy's  rifle  pit% 
several  of  which  immediately  in  front,  as  far  as  ii 
bend  in  the  line  of  the  precipice,  were  thus 
exposed  to  view,  and  were  necessarily  abandoned 
bj  the  enemy.  At  the  same  time  on  the  15th  and 
1 6th,  No.  7  Redoubt  was  further  enlarged  to  con- 
tain a  half  battery  of  Armstrong  guns  and  the 
Artillery  men  attached ;  platforms  for  two  10-inch 
mortars  were  laid  on  the  right  of  the  redoubt, 
and  a  parapet  to  cover  them,  two  8*inch  mortars^ 
and  one  Armstrong  gun,  thrown  up.  On  the 
18th  March,  the  sap  was  proceeded  with  and  27 
yards  executed,  making  a  total  length  of  534 
yards  of  single  sap,  and  412  yards  of  double  sap, 
executed  in  24  working  days  of  12  hours  each, 
and  bringing  the  approach  to  within  about  90 
yards  cf  Te  Arei  Pah,  when  hostilities  were  agaiq 
suspended  with  the  view  to  the  commencement  of 
negociations  for  peace. 

Having  thus  detailed  the  operations,  I  would 
beg  to  submit  that  an  attack  conducted  as  des- 
cribed was  the  only  one  which  under  the  circum« 
stances  was  likely  to  be  effectual  in  reducing  the 
enemy  to  submission.  Looking  to  the  difficult 
nature  of  the  country,  the  admirable  positions 
taken  up  by  the  enemy,  their  peculiar  mode  g( 
warfare,  their  character  and  disposition,  attacka 
by  *^  vive  force  "  on  their  positions  would  not  have 
had  any  moral  effect  on  them,  whilst  on  the  other 
hand  they  would  probably  be  elated  and  their 
courage  raised  by  the  mischief  they  had  dona. 
The  enemy  themselves  unseen  in  their  rifle  pita 
would  have  an  attacking  force  in  full  view  during 
their  advance,  would  by  a  dropping  Are  have 
harassed  the  columns  in  their  approach,  and  when 
the  troops  were  sufficiently  close  would  have 
poured  in  a  deadly  volley  and  slunk  with  litUa 
loss   into   the   bush,    ^crub,  and   impracticable 
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swamps  and  gullies  in  their  rear,  leaving  nothing 
but  empty  rifle  pits  as  a  barren  conquest  gained 
at  considerable  loss,  and  giving  the  savage  enemy, 
what  would  be  in  their  eyes  a  victory,  increasing 
their  audacity,  and  placing  a  peaceable  solution  at 
a  greater  distance.  Position  after  position  might 
be  attacked  and  taken  in  this  way  until  the  enemy 
retired  into  their  fastnesses,  where  it  would  be 
destruction  to  follow  them,  and  from  which  they 
would  emerge  on  the  retirement  of  their  assailants. 
The  Maoris  having  their  scouts  constantly  on  the 
watch  for  every  movement  of  their  enemy,  would, 
in  anticipation  of  an  attack,  according  to  their 
customs,  inflame  their  passions  and  excite  their 
courage  to  make  a  determined  resistance  on  the 
advance  of  the  columns,  but  when  driven  out  of 
their  position,  and  having  retired  to  their  next  line 
or  to  their  bush  and  fastnesses,  the  excitement  for 
the  time  subsides  until  they  again  arouse  it  to 
resist  farther  assaults.  But  this  excitement  they 
cannot  sustain,  and  when  a  patient  though  deter- 
mined advance  is  made  day  by  day  and  they  are 
incessantly  harassed,  they  lose  heart  in  proportion 
as  they  lose  ground  and  men,  their  casualties 
becoming  infinitely  greater,  whilst  those  of  the 
attacking  party  are  in  proportion  diminished  as 
they  are  under  cover,  they  become  wearied  and 
depressed,  are  confounded  by  a  mode  of  attack  so 
novel  and  so  pertinaciously  persisted  in,  and 
desirous  of  peace  and  rest.  I  would  respectfully 
submit  that  the  mode  of  procedure  described, 
adopted  by  the  Major-General,  has  been  the  cause 
of  the  present  cessation  of  hostilitfes,  and  the 
evident  desire  for  peace  evinced  by  the  Waikato 
Natives,  the  real  principals  in  the  war,  as  *  shewn 
by  their  rapid  retirement  from  the  recent  scene  of 
operations. 

The  sketch  does  not,  and  could  not,  give  a  pre-

cise  idea  of  the  difficult  nature  of  the  ground  and 
the  strength  of  the  positions,  especially  the  last, 
so  admirably  selected  and  occupied  bj  the  natives, 
nor  can  yerbal  description  give  a  knowledge  of 
the  nature  of  the  defences  constructed  by  tfaem« 
Their  sites  are  at  the  best  but  barely  indicated  by 
a  narrow  line  of  newly-moved  earth  carefully 
spread,  not  exceeding  six  inches  above  the 
general  surface  of  the  ground,  whilst  for  the  most 
part  they  as  well  as  the  defenders  are  invisible,  a 
head  occasionally  only  being  raised  above  the 
level  of  the  ground  to  reconnoitre,  though  the 
line  may  be  thickly  occupied  ;  in  the  recent  case 
it  is  presumed  by  a  force  at  first  amounting  ta 
nearly  1,200  men. 

I  would,  in  conclusion,  beg  to  bring  to  your 
notice  the  officers  of  Royal  Engineers  under  my 
command.  Captain  Mould,  as  senior,  was  the 
chief  executive  officer,  and  I  believe  I  may  with- 
out partiality  declare  that  to  his  courage,  energy, 
perseverance,  and  skill,  added  to  his  personal  ex- 
ample, even  of  affording  manual  labour  at  th6 
head  of  the  sap,  much  of  the  success  of  the  opera- 
tion, and  comparative  absence  of  loss,  was  owing. 
Lieut.  Warburton  affi^rded  me  every  assistance, 
and  had  especial  charge  of  one  of  the  Brigades  of 
Engineers  and  the  accompanying  working  parties, 
which  he  also  incited  by  his  example.  In  conse- 
quence of  the  deficiency  of  Officers  of  Royat 
Engineers  the  Major-General  was  pleased,  upon 
my  application  and  with  the  concurrence  of  Com- 
modore  Seymour,  to  place  Lieut.  Battiscombe, 
R.N.,  at  my  disposal  as  Assistant-Engineer,  and 
that  officer  gave  most  valuable  and  efficient  aid, 
not  only  in  the  occasional  superintendence  of  the 
working  parties  in  the  trenches  and  at  the  con-- 
struction  of  the  redoubts,  but  in  superintending 
the  preparation  of  '*  materiel '*  at  the  Waitara 
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Camp    and    orerlooking    other    works  both    of 
defence  and  civil  buildings. 

Coloar*Seijeant8  Porter  and  Morant,  each  in 
their  turn  in  charge  of  brigades  and  working 
parties,  were  most  zealous  and  effective. 

Considering  how  closely  the  late  Lieut.  Mae* 
naghten,  Royal  Artillery,  was  connected  with 
the  Engineer  operations,  the  advance  of  which 
was  materially  aided  by  his  constant  presence  at 
and  near  the  head  of  the  sap  effectively  working 
a  howitzer  and  Coehom  mortar,  I  beg  to  be  per- 
mitted to  pay  a  tribute  to  his  memory  as  a  cool, 
eourageous,  zealous,  and  highly-talented  officer, 
and  withal  most  unpretending,  one  who  was 
warmly  regarded  and  respected  by  his  men,  and 
admired  and  beloved  by  the  officers  of  all  arms  of 
the  service  who  had  the  advantage  of  his  aoquaint- 
ancCf  and  by  whom  his  loss  is  deeply  deplored.

From  Captain  Mercer^  Commanding  Royal 
Artillery^  New  Zealand, 

Camp,  No.  7  Redoubtj 
Sib,  March  30,  1861. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  report,  for  your  infor* 
-mation,  the  operations  of  the  Royal  Artillery 
under  my  command,  from  the  13th  March  to  the 
19th  March,  1861.  The  half  battery  of  Armstrong 
guns  arrived  at  the  Waitara,  from  Auckland,  at 
9  a.m.  on  the  13th  March.  We  commenced  dis* 
embarking  in  surf-boats,  and  by  the  same  after- 
noon they  were  ready  for  service.  The  guns 
were    taken    out  of   their    cases,  cleaned    and 
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mounted,  ihe'axnmanition,  &C.9  examined,  and  the 
whole  was  found  to  be  complete  and  in  perfect 
order.  The  next  daj,  the  14th,  according  to 
jour  directions  I  rode  with  Mr.  Parris  to  select  a 
favourable  position  for  shelling  '*  Mataitawa,'*  the 
stronghold  of  Wirema  Kingi ;  but  the  di^ 
tance  of  the  nearest  spot  from  which  it 
could  be  seen,  over  the  tope  of  the  treest 
was  beyond  the  range  of  the  12-pounder 
Armstrong  gun.  Whilst  awaj  on  this  dutj  Lieu* 
tenant  Pichard,  with  Sergeant-Major  R.  Hajes^ 
had  the  men  drilled  and  exercised  in  laying  the 
guns,  so  as  to  be  satisfied  that  they  had  not 
forgotten  what  they  had  learnt  in  England.  The 
artificers  at  the  same  time  were  busily  employed 
in  making  poles,  &c,  for  bullock  draught.  Three 
poles  were  completed  during  the  day,  thus 
enabling  the  guns  to  start  for  the  front  at  6  a.m« 
the  next  morning,  Friday  15th  March.  When 
the  half  battery  arrived  at  No.  7  Redoubt  the 
white  fiag  was  flying  on  the  pah,  but  about  the 
middle  of  the  day  it  was  hauled  down,  and  the  red 
war  flag  was  hoisted  instead,  this  was  immediatelj 
followed  by  volleys  from  the  natives.  I  was 
speaking  with  the  late  Lieutenant  Macnaghten^ 
B.  A.,  at  the  time  in  the  advance  parallel,  bat 
returned  to  No.  7  Redoubt  when  the  Armstrong 
guns,  and  Scinch  and  10-inch  mortars  were 
opened  on  the  rifle  pits  of  the  enemy^s  position,  at 
distances  varying  from  820  to  900  yards.  The 
whole  position  from  left  to  extreme  right  f(»m8  a 
curve  about  a  mile  in  extent,  and  is  naturally  a 
strong  one,  from  being  situated  on  the  edge  of 
the  forest,  as  well  as  from  the  nature  of  the 
ground  :  it  consists  of  the  '*  Te  Arei "  Pah  which 
is  a  mass  of  rifle  pits,  with  a  dense  bush  in  the 
rear  for  escape  ;  on  the  right  of  the  pah  is  a  preci- 
pice overhanging  the  River  Waitara,  and  on  the 
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left  of  the  pah  extends  a  range  of  hilU  command- 
ing the  approach  to  it,  having  a  deep  galley  and 
bash  in  front  of  them,  and  the  forest  in  their  rear* 
The  slopes  of  these  hills  as  well  as  their  steep 
declivities  are  full  of  ingeniously  constructed  rifle 
pits  ;  many  of  these  pits  are  concealed  by  a  stunted 
growth  of  bushy  so  that  the  presence  of  our  all  but 
invisible  enemy  is  often  only  known  by  the  puffs 
of  smoke  from  the  rifles  or  guns,  or  occasionally  a 
few  heads  appear  above  the  crest  of  their  line  of 
pits  for  a  moment  or  so,  and  then  as  suddenly  dis- 
appear ;  they  lie  concealed  for  hours,  and  now  and 
then  by  single  shots,  and  sometimes  by  voUeys, 
they  endeavour  to  do  all  the  mischief  they  can.  I 
have  been  particular  in  describing  the  position  and 
mode  of  warfare  of  these  natives,  as  it  appeared 
to  me  at  the  time  in  order  the  more  fully  to 
explain  the  method  I  adopted  to  use  the  Arm- 
strong gun  with  the  best  effect  against  them. 
After  a  trial  shell  on  each  of  their  positions,  and 
the  range  having  been  accurately  obtained,  the 
guns  were  laid  just  below  the  crest  of  the  line  of 
their  rifle  pits,  so  that  the  shells  when  discharged 
should  penetrate  some  three  or  four  feet  of  earth, 
and  fixed  with  the  concussion  fu^e  only,  should  burst 
inside  their  pits,  when  they  retired,  after  deliver- 
ing their  fire.  The  guns  were  loaded  and  laid, 
the  gunners,  with  lanyard  in  hand,  waited  for  the 
word  from  the  officer  who  was  watching  until 
some  heads  appeared  above  in  that  direction,  or  a 
puff  of  smoke  revealed  their  presence,  when  the 
gun  was  instantly  fired,  and  the  shell  entering 
just  below  the  crest  of  the  pits  burst  inside.  The 
natives  were  in  the  habit  of  firing  volleys  in  the 
morning  and  evening,  whilst  our  working  parties 
were  going  to  or  returning  from  the  head  of  the 
sap,  on  these  occasions  the  Armstrong  guns 
were  laid  upon  the  lines  of  the  pits,  the  ^ella 
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fixed  with  time  and  coocassion  fuses,  and  before 
the  working  parties  nuurched  the  gunners  were 
ready  waiting  for  the  word,  which  was  given 
directly  the  natives  opened  fire»  and  the  shells 
almost  at  the  same  instant  burst  amongst  them. 
Lieutenant  Pichard  made  some  excellent  shell 
practice  from  the  Armstrong  guns,  and  also 
Sergeant-Migor  B.  Hayes.  The  mortar  battery 
was  situated  outside,  on  the  right  of  No.  7 
Redoubt,  and  in  order  to  harass  the  enemy  as 
much  as  possible,  firing  was  carried  on  during  the 
night,  at  uncertain  hours,  and  the  mortars  were 
laid  on  different  positions,  so  that  they  could 
never  tell  when  and  where  the  shell  was  coming. 
The  practice  of  the  mortars  was  very  good,  the 
shells  dropping  in  their  pits  both  in  the  pah,  and 
on  the  hills  to  the  right,  burying  and  destroying 
everything  near  them.  Captain  Strover  had 
command  of  the  mortar  battery,  the  mortars  were 
fired,  at  intervals,  during  the  whole  day,  when* 
ever  there  were  any  signs  of  the  presence  of  the 
natives  in  their  pits.  On  Saturday  an  attack 
was  made  on  the  extreme  right,  and  a  9-pounder 
gun  accompanied  a  detachment  of  the  40th  Regi- 
ment, and  began  by  firing  some  rounds  of  com- 
mon case  into  the  bush,  and  subsequently,  on  the 
natives  retiring  to  their  rifie  pits  on  the  edge  of 
the  wood  to  the  right,  some  shrapnel  shells  were 
sent  amongst  them ;  some  time  after  the  firing 
ceased  on  the  part  of  the  enemy. 

On  Sunday  afternoon,  I  deeply  regret  to 
saj.  Lieutenant  £.  G.  Macnaghten,  R.A.,  was 
killed  whilst  laying  a  cohom  mortar  in  the  ex- 
tremity of  the  advance  parallel,  the  ball  passing 
through  the  wrist  and  entering  the  chest ;  he 
died  almost  immediately,  firing  his  last  shot  on 
the  anniversary  of  his  firing  the  first  one  in  this 
war ;  be  had  ably  conducted  the  firing   of  the

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cohom  mortars,  since  the  adTance  of  the  sap 
from  No.  8  Redoubt,  and  had  been  in  every 
engagement  throughout  the  whole  war.  We  were 
deprived  of  his  most  valuable  assistance,  and  the 
Service  has  lost  in  him  a  most  brave,  efficient) 
and  able  officer  ;  he  was  beloved  by  all. 

Sergeant  J.  Christie,   R.A.,  a  first-rate  non- 
commissioned officer,  was  wounded  in  the  shoulder 
in  the  advance  parallel,  early  on  Monday  morning, 
whilst  I  was  arranging  with  him  about  canying 
on  the  practice.     Some  time  afterwards,  observing 
a  "  red  war  flag  "  hoisted  on  a  hill  to  the  rear  of 
the  pah,  some  1900  yards  distant,  and  also  per- 
ceiving some  natives  working  as  if  they  intended  to 
occupy  a  new  position  of  rifle  pits,  when  they  would 
be  obliged  to  retreat  from  the  pah,  the  guns  were 
laid,  and  some  Armstrong  shells,  with  time  and 
concussion  fuzes  were  sent  amongst  them  ;  one  of 
these  shells  burst  at  the  foot  of  the  flagstaff,  when 
they  immediately  hauled  down  "  their  flag,"  and  it 
was  not  hoisted  again.     This  is  the  only  occasion 
I  fairly  got  a  good  sight  of  the  enemy.     I  could 
see  them  in  relief  against  the  sky  on  the  crest  of 
the  hill.     I  suppose  they  imagined  they  were  out 
of  range  ;  but  when  they  found  the  shell  dropping 
amongst  them  they  disappeared,  and  I  saw  them 
no  more  in  that  direction.     The  firing  from  the 
Armstrong  guns  and  mortars  commenced  at  6A.if., 
and  continued  whenever  a  favourable  opportunity 
offered  until  dusk. 

The  following  evidence  has  been  given  concern- 
ing the  action  of  the  Armstrong  shell  with  the  con- 
cussion fuze  only.  Colour- Serjeant  J.  Morant,  R.E. 
was  at  the  head  of  the  sap,  and  sew  an  Armstrong 
shell  go  through  a  rifle-pit,  about  four  feet  of  earth, 
and  burst  inside,  and  heard  the  enemy  shout  as  in 
pain.  He  also  observed  that  the  shell  of  the 
Armstrong  gun  entered  the  rifle-pits  as  soon  or 
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sooner,  than  tbe  report  was  heard,  so  that  the 
natives  had  not  time  to  get  out  of  the  way. 
Bombardiw  J.  Linger,  No.  3  battalion,  12til 
brigade,  R.A.,  was  at  the  head  of  the  sap,  and 
in  the  adyance  parallel,  working  the  coehom 
mortars,  when  he  saw  several  shells  from  the 
Armstrong  guns  go  through  the  enemy's  rifle-pits 
and  burst  inside.  After  the  cessation  of  hostilities, 
.one  of  the  natives  told  my  sergeant-major  that 
^ey  were  sometimes  able  to  get  out  of  the  way  of 
the  mortar  or  the  large  shells,  but  never  out  of  the 
way  of  the  shell*  from  the  gun  '*  all  the  same  as 
rifle/'— meaning  the  Armstrong  gnn.  As  the 
shell  was  amongst  them  as  soon  as  they  heard  the 
report,  these  natives  have  designated  the  Arm- 
strong shell  ^'  the  quick  shell." 

I  found  it  had  been  the  practice  of  placing 
every  night  in  the  sap-roller  an  8 -inch  naval  shell 
with  a  friction-tube  fixed  through  the  fuze,  and  a 
cord  attached  to  it  and  passing  through  a  hole  in 
tiie  side  of  the  wooden  box,  and  the  end  of  the 
cord  attached  to  the  sap-roller  (this  was  suggested 
hj  the  Royal  Engineers  and  carried  out  at  thdr 
request  by  the  Naval  Brigade),  so  that  if  the 
natives  attempted  to  capture  the  sap-roller,  in 
rolling  it,  the  shell  would  explode.  In  the  eiient 
of  their  trying  to  take  tbe  sap-roller,  I  calculated 
that,  in  all  probability,  the  main  rifle-pits  in  front 
of  the  pah,  about  fifty  yards  from  the  sap-roller, 
would  be  lined  with  natives  watching  the  operai^ 
tion,  or  at  hand  to  give  help  to  secure  the  roller 
if  they  required  more  assistance.  The  trap  of 
tlie  shell  succeeded,  the  natives  endeavouring  to 
capture  the  roller  on  Saturday  night ;  the  shell 
exploded,  on  hearing  which  I  left  my  tent  and 
sent  the  Armstrong  shell   amongst  them.    The

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Armstrong  guns  had  been  loaded  and  laid  on  their 
pits  the  last  thing  before  dark  every  night.  I 
also  fired  the  mortars  which  had  been  laid  on  the 
pahy  the  shell  bursting  with  good  effect.  Not- 
withstanding the  skilfully  constructed  underground 
works  of  these  natives,  I  feel  certain  that  the 
Armstrong  shell  has  searched  them  out  and  donn 
execution, — to  what  extent,  of  course,  I  cannot 
tell.  The  natives  themselves  alone  know  ;  I  have 
no  means  of  actually  deciding.  They  are  veiy 
jealous  of  our  knowing  any  loss  they  may  sustain* 
The  different  statements  made  both  by  those  who 
were  in  the  sap,  as  well  as  by  the  natives  them- 
selves,  corroborate  the  observations  taken  from 
the  battery  ;  viz.,  that  the  Armstrong  shell,  with 
concussion  fuze  only,  entered  the  crest  of  the 
enemy's  rifle-pits  and  burst  inside.  Whether  there 
are  few  or  many  natives  in  the  pits  at  the  time 
cannot  be  ascertained.  On  Monday  afternoon,  an 
attack  was  made  on  our  extreme  right  in  the 
wood.  A  9-pounder  gun  and  a  24-pounder  how- 
itzer were  taken  down  towards  the  wood ;  the 
former  under  Captain  Strover,  R.  A.,  and  the  latter 
under  Lieutenant  Pichard,  R.A.  The  practice 
with  common  and  shrapnel  shell  was  with  good 
effect  after  the  natives  had  been  driven  from  the 
bush  to  their  rifle-pits  by  a  few  rounds  of  common 
case.  These  pits  formed  a  continuation  of  cover 
from  the  Flagstaff  Hill  to  the  edge  of  the  wood. 
Gunner  J.  Talford  was  wounded  in  the  leg.  He 
was  one  of  the  men  serving  the  9*pounder  gun« 
During  this  attack  the  Armstrong  guns  were  used 
against  the  main  rifle-pits  just  in  front  of  the  pah 
to  keep  down  the  fire  of  the  enemy  on  the  head  of 
the  sap. 

At  4  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  19th  March, 
I  left  the  redoubt  with  an  escort  of  the  guard,  and 
fired  the  two  cast  mortars  at  the  pah,  and  two 
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hours  afterwards  the  white  flag  was  flying  from  it 
There  can  be  no  doubt  of  the  superioritj  of  the 
Armstrong  gun  over  smooth-bored  ordnance.  The 
gun  has  done,  and  always  will  do,  a  great  deal 
more  than  any  other  description  of  ordnance  in 
the  service,  throwing  the  shell  with  greater  pre- 
cision, he.  There  were  forty  time  fuzes  and  109 
concussion  fuzes  expended  ;  in  all,  109  Armstrong 
shelL

THE  following  despatches  have  been  received 
by  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty 
from  Commodore  Seymour,  C.B.,  the  Senior 
Officer  of  Her  Majesty's  ships  and  vessels  on  the 
Australian  station :

THE  Naval  Brigade  under  my  command 
having  this  day  returned  to  the  "  Felorus,"  I  beg 
to  lay  before  Ihe  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Ad- 
miralty a  statement  of  the  services  rendered  by 
Lieut.  A.  H.  W.  Battiscombe,  Senior  Lieutenant 
of  this  ship,  prior  and  subsequent  to  his  joining 
Her  Majesty's  ship  bearing  my  broad  pendant, 
and  I  most  earnestly  hope  that  their  Lordships 
will  deem  them  sufficient  to  entitle  him  to  his 
promotion*  His  conduct  on  all  occasions  has  been 
most  gallant  and  meritorious,  particularly  at  the 
disastrous  affair  near  Fuketakanere  on  the  27th 
of  June,  1860,  (when,  after  I  was  wounded,  he 
succeeded  to  the  command   of  the  seamen  and 
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marines),  at  Kahihi  in  October,  1860,  and  during 
the  operations  in  the  Vallej  of  the  Waitara, 
between  the  29th  December,  1860  and  the  19th 
March,  1861.  His  name  was  brought  forward  in 
the  general  wder  issued  bj  Greneral  Pratt,  C.B., 
on  that  officer  resigning  the  command  to  Lieut* 
General  Cameron,  C.B.,  and  his  qualifications  as 
an  Engineer  recognized  by  Colonel  Mould,  Com- 
manding Rojal  Engineers,  in  his  report. 

Before  concluding  this  letter  I  wish  also  to 
recommend  to  their  Lordships'  favourable  notice 
the  Assistant-Surgeon  of  this  ship,  Mr.  Robert 
Edwardes,  who  had  medical  charge  of  the  Naval 
Brigade  from  the  time  of  its  landing  to  its  re-em- 
barkation. 

He  attended  the  wounded  with  the  advanced 
skirmishers,  under  a  heavy  fire,  on  the  27th  June, 
and  his  unremitting  attention  at  all  times,  both  in 
the  field  and  in  quarters,  attracted  the  particular 
attention  both  of  myself  and  of  Mr.  Mouat,  C.B^ 
the  principal  medical  officer  in  the  Taranaki  field 
force. 

I  b^  also  to  be  permitted  to  express  to  their 
Lordships  the  gratification  I  have  felt  at  the  good 
conduct  of  Lieutenant  J.  C.  M.  Morris,  R.M.A., 
and  of  Messrs.  £.  B.  Wadlow  and  Charles  F. 
Hotham,  Midshipmen,  the  senior  of  their  rank  with 
the  brigade.

"ON  the  afternoon  of  the  Ist  instant,  the  Naval 
Brigade  embarked  on  board  the  ^  Niger."    We 
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reached  the  **  Pelorns  "  on  the  afternoon  of  the  2nd 
instant ;  and  it  will  be  mj  duty  to  lay  before 
their  Lordships,  in  a  separate  communication^  a 
statement  of  the  serTices  rendered  hj  yariouB 
officers  of  the  Brigade  during  the  last  eleven 
montha  The  conduct  of  all  has  been  most  exem- 
plary, and  I  have  mu<eh  pleasure  in  stating  that 
that  of  the  seamen  and  marines,  as  a  body,  has 
been  remarkably  good  :  of  course  there  were  ex- 
ceptions, but  Uiey  were  compailatively  few  in 
number,  and  the  good  example  set  by  the  petty 
officers,  especially  by  John  Gibson^  gunner's  mate, 
Thomas  Avent,  supernumerary  captain  of  the 
afterguard,  and  James  Veale,  boatswain's  mate, 
bad  a  beaeficiiEd  effect  on  all. 

"  I  should  feel  deeply  gratified  were  their  Lord* 
ships  pleased  to  permit  me  to  express  their  api»ro- 
val  of  these  men's  conduct ;  and  also  I  beg  to 
bring  to  their  notice  the  names  of  John  P.  Fisher, 
captain  of  the  maintop,  seaman  gunner  (who  has  lost 
a  kg  in  action,  and  will  be  sent  to  England  by  the

Tebatt  of  Commerce  and  Navigation  between 
Her  Majesty  and  the  Sultan. 

Siffned  ai  KanUdja^  AprU  29,  1861. 

[Ratifications  exchanged  at  Constantinople,  July 

9,  1861.] 

HER  Miyesty  the  Qneen  of  the  United  King- 
dom of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  on  the  one 
part,  ftnd  His  Mtgesty  the  Emperor  of  the 
Ottomans,  on  the  other  part,  being  equalfy 
animated  by  the  desire  of  extending  the  commer- 
cial relations  between  their  respective  dominions, 
hare  agreed,  for  this  purpose,  to  conclude  a  Treaty 
of  Commerce  and  Navigation,  and  have  named  as 
their  respective  Plenipotentiaries,  that  is  to  say  :<— 

Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  the  United  Kingdom 
of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  the  Right  Hon- 
ourable Sir  Henry  Lytton  Bulwer,  a  Member  of 
Her  Britannic  Majesty's  Most  Honourable  Privy 
Council,  Knight  Grand  Cross  of  the  Most  Hon- 
ourable Order  of  the  Bath,  and  Her  Majes^s 
Ambassador  Extraordinary  and  Plenipotentiaiy 
to  the  Sublime  Porte  ; 

And  His  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  the  Ottomans, 
His  Highness  Mehemed  Emin  Aali  Pasha,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Council  of  the  Tanzimat,  and  Acting 
Minister  for  Foreign  Affairs,  decorated  with  the 
Orders  of  the  Medjidie  and  Merit  of  the  First 
Class,  Grand  Cross  of  the  Imperial  Order  of  the 
Legion  of  Honour,  of  Saint  Stephen  of  Austria, 
of  the  Red  Eagle  of  Prussia,  of  Saint  Alexander 
Newsky  of  Russia,  and  several  other  Foreign 
Orders ; 
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Who,  aflter  having  communicated  to  each  other 
their  respective  foil  powers,  found  in  good  and 
due  form,  have  agreed  upon  the  following 
Articles: — 

ARTICLE  I. 

All  rights,  privileges,  and  immunities  which 
have  been  conferred  on  the  subjects  or  ships  of 
Great  Britain  by  the  existing  Capitulations  and 
Treaties,  are  confirmed  now  and  for  ever,  with  the 
exception  of  those  clauses  of  the  said  Capitulations 
which  it  is  the  object  of  the  present  Treaty  to 
modify ;  and  it  is  moreover  expressly  stipulated, 
that  all  rights,  privileges,  or  immunities  which 
the  Sublime  Porte  now  grants  or  may  hereafter 
grant  to,  or  suffer  to  be  enjoyed  by,  the  subjects, 
ships,  commerce,  or  navigation  of  any  other 
foreign  Power,  shall  be  equally  granted  to,  and 
exercised  and  enjoyed  by,  the  subjects,  ships, 
commerce,  and  navigation  of  Great  Britain. 

ARTICLE  IL 

The  subjects  of  Her  Britannic  Miyesty,  or  their 
agents^  shall  be  permitted  to  purchase,  at  all 
places  in  the  Ottoman  dominions  and  possessions 
(whether  for  the  purposes  of  internal  trade  or  of 
exportation)  all  articles,  without  any  exception 
whatsoever,  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  the 
said  dominions  and  possessions ;  and  the  Sublime 
Forte  having,  in  virtue  of  the  Second  Article  of 
the  Convention  of  Commerce  of  the  16th  of 
August,  1838,  formally  engaged  to  abolish  all 
monopolies  of  agricultural  produce  or  of  any  other 
articles  whatsoever,  as  well  as  all  permits  (teskSrei) 
£rom  the  local  Governors,  either  for  the  purchase 
of  any  article,  or  for  its  removal  from  one  place  to 
another,  when  purchased,  any  attempt  to  compel 
the  subjects  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty  to  receive 
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such  pennits  from  the  local  CSovernon  shall  be 
considered  as  an  infraction  of  Treaties,  and  the 
Sublime  Forte  shall  immediately  punish  with 
severity  any  Viziers  or  other  officers  who  shall 
have  been  guilty  of  such  misconduct,  and  shall 
render  full  justice  to  British  subjects  for  all  inju- 
ries or  losses  which  they  may  duly  prove  them- 
selves to  have  suffered  thereby. 

AKTICLE  UL 

tf  any  article  of  Turkish  produce  or  manufac- 
ture be  purchased  by  British  merchants  or  their 
agents,  for  the  purpose  of  selling  the  same  for 
internal  consumption  in  Turkey,  the  said  British 
merchants  or  their  agents  shall  pay,  at  the  pur^ 
•chase  and  sale  of  such  articles,  and  in  any  manned 
of  trade  therein,  the  same  duties  that  are  paid  in 
similar  circumstances  by  the  most  favoured  class 
of  Ottoman  subjects,  or  of  foreigners  engaged  in 
the  internal  trade  of  Turkey. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

No  other  or  higher  duties  or  charges  shall  be 
imposed  in  the  dominions  and  possessions  of  either 
of  the  Contracting  Parties,  on  the  exportation  of 
•ny  article  to  the  dominions  and  possessions  of  the 
other,  than  such  as  are  or  may  be  payable  on  the 
exportation  of  the  like  article  to  any  other  foreign 
country ;  nor  shall  any  prohibition  be  imposed  on 
the  exportation  of  any  article  from  the  dominions 
and  possessions  of  either  of  the  two  Contracting 
Parties  to  the  dominions  and  possessions  of  the 
other,  which  shall  not  equally  extend  to  the  ez« 
portation  of  the  like  article  to  any  other  country. 

No  charge  or  duty  whatsoever  will  be  demanded 
on  any  article  of  Turkish  produce  or  manufacture 
purchased  by  British  su^ects  or  their  agents^ 
either  at  the  place  where  such  attide  is  purcbued,

or  in  its  transit  from  that  place  to  the  place  whence 
it  is  exported,  at  which  it  will  be  subject  to  an 
export  duty. not  exceeding  eight  per  cent,  calcu* 
lated  on  the  value  at  the  place  of  shipment,  and 
payable  on  exportation ;  and  all  articles  which 
shall  once  have  paid  this  duty  shall  not  again  be 
liable  to  the  same  duty,  howeyer  they  may  haye 
changed  hands,  within  any  part  of  the  Ottoman 
dcMninions. 

It  is  furthermore  agreed  that  the  duty  of  eight 
per  cent,  above  mentioned  wiU  be  annually  reduced 
by  one  (1)  per  cent.,  until  it  shall  be  in  this 
manner  final^  reduced  to  a  fixed  duty  of  one  (1) 
per  cent,  ad  valorem^  destined  to  cover  the  general 
expenses  of  administration  and  control. 

ARTICLE  V. 

No  other  or  higher  duties  shall  be  imposed  on 
the  importation  into  the  dominions  and  posses- 
sions of  Her  Britannic  Majesty,  of  any  article  the 
produce  or  manufacture  of  the  dominions  and 
possessions  of  His  Imperial  Majesty  the  Sultan, 
from  whatever  place  arriving,  whether  by  sea  or 
by  land,  and  no  other  or  higher  duties  shall  be 
imposed  on  the  importation  into  the  dominions  and 
possessions  of  His  Imperial  Majesty,  of  any 
article  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  Her  Bri- 
tannic Majesty's  dominions  and  possessions,  from 
whatever  place  arriving,  than  are  or  may  be  pay- 
able on  the  like  article  the  produce  or  manufacture 
of  any  other  foreign  country  ;  nor  shall  any  pro- 
hibition be  maintained  or  imposed  on  the  importa- 
tion of  any  article  the  produce  or  manufacture  of 
the  dominions  and  possessions  of  either  of  the 
Contracting  Parties  into  the  dominions  and  pos- 
sessions of  the  other,  which  shall  not  equally 
extend  to  the  importation  of  the  like  articles  being 
the  produce  or  manufacture  of  any  other  country. 

His  Imperial  Mcgesty  further   engages  that, 
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save  as  hereinafter  excepted,  he  will  not  prohibit 
the  importation  into  his  dominions  and  possessions 
of  any  article  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  the 
dominions  and  possessions  of  Her  Britannic  Ma- 
jesty, from  whatever  place  arriving  ;  and  that  the 
duties  to  be  imposed  on  any  article  the  produce  or 
manufacture  of  the  dominions  or  possessions  of 
Her  Britannic  Majesty  imported  into  the  do- 
minions or  possessions  of  His  Imperial  Migesty» 
shall  in  no  case  exceed  one  fixed  rate  of  eight  (8) 
per  cent,  cui  valorem,  or  a  specific  duty,  fixed  by 
common  assent,  equivalent  thereto. 

Such  rate  shall  be  calculated  upon  the  value  of 
such  articles  at  the  wharf,  and  shall  be  payable 
at  the  time  of  their  being  landed,  if  brought  by 
sea,  or  at  the  first  Custom-house  they  may  reach, 
if  brought  by  land. 

If  these  articles,  after  having  paid  the  import 
duty  of  eight  (8)  per  cent.,  are  sold  either  at  the 
place  of  their  arrival  or  in  the  interior  of  the 
country,  neither  the  buyer  nor  the  seller  shall  be 
charged  with  any  further  duty  in  respect  to  them; 
and  if  such  articles  should  not  be  sold  for  consump- 
tion in  Turkey,  but  should  be  re-exported  within 
the  space  of  six  months,  the  same  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  merchandize  in  transit  by  land,  and  be 
treated  as  is  stated  in  Article  XII ;  the  Adminis- 
tration of  the  Customs  being  bound  to  restore 
at  the  time  of  their  re-exportation  to  the  merchant, 
who  shall  be  required  to  furnish  proof  that  the 
goods  in  question  have  paid  the  import  duty  of 
eight  (8)  per  cent.,  the  difference  between  that 
duty  and  the  duty  levied  on  goods  in  transit  by 
land,  as  set  forth  in  the  Article  above  cited. 

ARTICLE  VL 

It  is  understood  thdt  any  article,  the  produce 
or  manufacture  of  a  foreign  country,  intended  for 
importation  into  the  United  Principalities  of  Mol- 
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do-Wallachia,  or  into  the  Principality  of  Servia^ 
which  shall  pass  through  any  other  part  of  the 
Ottoman  dominions,  will  not  be  liable  to  the  pay- 
ment of  Customs  duty  until  it  reaches  those  Prin- 
cipalities; and,  on  the  other  hand,  that  any 
article  of  foreign  produce  or  manufacture  passing 
through  those  Principalities,  but  destined  for  some 
other  part  of  the  Ottoman  dominions,  will  not  be 
liable  to  the  payment  of  Customs  duty  until  such 
article  reaches  the  first  Custom-house  under  the 
direct  administration  of  the  Sublime  Porte. 

The  same  course  shall  be  followed  with  respect 
to  any  article  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  those 
principalities,  as  well  as  with  respect  to  any 
article  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  any  other 
portion  of  the  Ottoman  dominions^  intended  for 
exportation :  such  articles  will  be  liable  to  the 
payment  of  Customs  duties,  the  former  to  the 
Custom-house  of  the  aforesaid  Principalities,  and 
the  latter  to  the  Ottoman  Custom-house,  the 
object  being,  that  neither  import  nor  export 
duties  shall  in  any  case  be  payable  more  than 
once. 

ARTICLE  Vn. 

llie  subjects  of  one  of  the  Contracting  Parties 
shall  enjoy,  in  the  dominions  and  possessions  of 
the  other,  equality  of  treatment  with  native  sub- 
jects in  regard  to  warehousing,  and  also  in  regard 
to  bounties,  facilities,  and  drawbacks. 

ARTICLE  Vm. 

All  articles  which  are  or  may  be  legally  import- 
able into  the  dominions  and  possessions  of  Her 
Britannic  Majesty,  in  British  vessels,  may  like- 
wise be  imported  in  Ottoman  vessels,  without 
being  liable  to  any  other  or  higher  duties  or 
chai^esy  of  whatever  denomination,  than  if  such 
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articles  were  imported  in  British  vessels;  and 
reciprocally,  all  articles  which  are  or  may  be 
li^ally  importable  into  the  dominions  and  pos- 
sessions of  His  Imperial  Majesty  the  Sultan  in 
Ottoman  vessels,  may  likewise  be  imported  in 
British  vessels,  without  being  liable  to  any  other 
or  higher  duties  or  charges,  of  whatever  denomi* 
nation,  than  if  such  articles  were  imported  in 
Ottoman  vessels.  Such  reciprocal  equality  of 
treatment  shall  take  effect  without  distinction, 
whether  such  articles  come  directly  from  the 
place  of  origin  or  from  any  other  country. 

[n  the  same  manner,  there  shall  be  perfect 
equality  of  treatment  in  regard  to  exportation, 
so  that  the  same  export  duties  shall  be  paid,  and 
the  same  bounties  and  drawbacks  allowed,  in  the 
dominions  and  possessions  of  either  of  the  Con- 
tracting Parties,  on  the  exportation  of  any  article 
which  is  or  may  be  legally  exportable  therefrom, 
whether  such  exportation  shall  take  place  in  Otto- 
man or  in  British  vessels,  and  whatever  may  be 
tiie  place  of  destination,  whether  a  port  of  either 
of  the  Contracting  Parties  or  of  any  third  Power. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

No  duties  of  tonnage,  harbour,  pilotage,  light- 
bouse,  quarantine,  or  other  similar  or  correspond* 
ing  duties,  of  whatever  nature,  or  under  whatever 
denomination,  levied  in  the  name  or  for  the  profit  of 
Government,  public  functionaries,  private  indivi- 
duals, corporations,  or  establishments  of  any  kind, 
shall  be  imposed  in  the  ports  of  the  dominions  and 
possessions  of  either  country  upon  the  vessels  of 
the  other  country,  which  shall  not  equally  and 
under  the  same  conditions  be  imposed  in  the  like 
cases  on  national  vessels  in  general.  Such  equality 
of  treatment  shall  apply  reciprocally  to  the  respec- 
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ti^e  resaelB,  from  whatever  port  or  ]^oe  th^ 
maj  arrive,  and  whatever  may  be  their  place  of 
deatination. 

ARTICLE  X. 

All  vessels  which  according  to  British  law  are 
to  be  deemed  British  vessels,  and  all  vessels  which 
according  to  Ottoman  law  are  to  be  deemed  Otto- 
man vessels,  shall,  for  the  purposes  of  this  Treaty, 
be  deemed  British  and  Ottoman  vessels  respec- 
tivdj. 

ARTICLE  XL 

No  charge  wliatsoever  shall  be  made  npon 
British  goods  being  the  produce  or  manufacture 
of  the  British  dominions  or  possessions,  whether 
in  British  or  other  ships,  nor  upon  any  goods  the 
produce  or  manufacture  of  .any  other  foreign 
country  carried  in  British  ships,  when  the  same 
shall  pass  through  the  Straits  of  the  Dardanelles 
or  of  the  Bosphorus,  whether  such  goods  shaU 
pass  through  those  Straits  ii^  the  ships  that 
brought  them,  or  shall  have  been  transshipped  to 
other  vessels ;  or  whether,  after  having  been  sold 
for  exportation,  they  shall,  for  a  certain  limited 
time,  be  landed  in  order  to  be  placed  in  other 
vessels  for  the  continuance  of  their  voyage. 

In  the  latter  case  the  goods  in  question  shall  be 
deposited  at  Constantinople  in  the  magazines^  of 
the  Custom-house,  called  TVansii  magazines ;  and 
in  any  other  places  where  there  is  no  entrepdt^ 
they  shall  be  placed  under  the  diargo  of  the 
Administration  of  the  Customs. 

ARTICLE  Xn. 

The  Sublime  Porte  desiring  to  grant  by  means 
of  gradual  concessions  all  facilities  in  its  power  to 
transit  by  land,  it  is  stipulated  and  agreed  that 
the  duty  of  three  (3)  per  cent,  levied  up  to  this 
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time  on  articles  imported  into  Turkey,  in  their 
passage  through  Turkey  to  other  countries,  shall 
be  reduced  to  two  (2)  per  cent  payable,  as  the 
duty  of  three  per  cent  has  been  paid  hitherto,  on 
arriving  in  the  Ottoman  dominions ;  and  at  the 
end  of  eight  years,  to  be  reckoned  from  the  day 
of  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  the  present 
Treaty,  to  a  fixed  and  definite  tax  of  one  (1)  per 
cent.,  which  shall  be  levied,  as  is  to  be  the  case 
with  respect  to  Turkish  produce  exported,  to 
defray  the  expense  of  registration. 

The  Sublime  Porte  at  the  same  time  declares 
that  it  reserves  to  itself  the  right  to  establish,  by 
a  special  enactment,  the  measures  to  be  adopted 
for  the  prevention  of  fraud. 

ARTICLE  XUL 

Her  Britannic  Majesty's  subjects,  or  their 
agents,  trading  in  goods  the  produce  or  manu- 
facture of  foreign  countries,  shall  be  subject  to  the 
same  taxes,  and  eigoy  the  same  rights,  privileges, 
and  immunities  as  foreign  subjects  dealing  in 
goods,  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  their  own 
country. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

An  exception  to  the  stipulations  laid  down  in 
the  Yth  Article  shall  be  made  in  regard  to  tobacco, 
in  any  shape  whatsoever,  and  also  in  regard  to  salt, 
which  two  articles  shall  cease  to  be  included 
among  those  which  the  subjects  of  Her  Britannic 
Migesty  are  permitted  to  import  into  the  Ottoman 
dominions. 

British  subjects,  however,  or  their  agents,  buy- 
ing or  selling  tobacco  or  salt  for  consumption  in 
Turkey,  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  regulations, 
and  shall  pay  the  same  duties,  as  the  most  favoured 
Ottoman  subjects  trading  in  the  two  articles  afore^* 
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atid  ;  tnd  flnthermorey  as  a  compensation  for  the 
prohibition  of  the  two  articles  aboTe-mentioned, 
no  doty  whatsoeyer  shall  in  future  be  levied  on 
those  articles  when  exported  from  Turkey  by  the 
subjects  of  Her  Britannic  Migesty. 

British  subjects  shall*  neyerthelesSy  be  bound  to 
dedare  the  quanti^  of  tobacco  and  salt  thus  ez- 
ported,  to  the  proper  Custom-house  authoritieot 
who  shall,  as  heretofore^  have  the  right  to  watch 
oyer  the  export  of  tiiese  articles,  without  thereby 
being  entitled  to  levy  any  tax  thereon  on  any  pre* 
tence  whatsoever. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

It  is  understood  between  the  two  High  Con- 
tracting Parties,  that  the  Sublime  Porte  reserres 
to  itself  the  faculty  and  right  of  issuing  a  general 
prohibition  against  the  importation  into  the  Otto- 
man dominions  of  gunpowder,  cannon,  arms  of 
war,  or  military  stores  ;  but  such  prohibition  will 
not  come  into  operation  until  it  shall  have  been 
officially  notified,  and  will  apply  only  to  the 
articles  mentioned  in  the  decree  enacting  the 
prohibition.  Any  of  these  articles  which  have 
not  been  so  specifically  prohibited,  shall,  on  being 
imported  into  the  Ottoman  dominions,  be  subject 
to  the  local  regulations,  unless  Her  Britannic 
Majesty's  Embassy  shall  think  fit  to  apply  for  a 
qpeeial  license,  wMch  license  will  in  that  case  be 
granted,  provided  no  valid  objecti<m  thereto  can 
be  alleged. 

Gunpowder,  in  particular,  when  allowed  to  be 
imported,  will  be  liable  to  the  following  stipnbh 
tions : 

1st  It  shall  not  be  sold  by  subjects  of  Her 
Aritannic  Majesty  in  quantities  exceeding  the 
quantities  prescribed  by  the  local  regulations. 

2ndly.  When  a  cargo  or  a  large  quantity  of 
1861.

Fowling-piecesy  pistols,  and  omamental'Or  fanc^ 
weapcns,  as  also  small  quantities  of  gnapewdas 
for  sporting,  reserved  for  private  asei  shall  not  ba 
subject  to  the  stipulations  of  the  pronent  Article. 

ARTICLE  XVL 

The  firmatts  required  for  British  jnerchsnt- 
▼esoolo,  on  passing  through  the  Dardanelles  and 
the  Bosphmrusy  sh^  always  be  delivered  in  saeh 
manner  as  to  occasion  to  snch  vessels  the  laaat 
passibla  delay. 

ARTICLE  XVn. 

The  captains  of  British  merchant-vesseU,  with 
goods  on  board  destined  for  the  Ottoman  Empire, 
shall  be  obliged,  immediately  on  their  arrival  at 
the  port  to  which  they  are  bound,  to  deposit  in  the 
Custom-house  of  the  said  port  a  true  cqpy  of  their 

manlfesL  

ARTICLE   XTTTL 

Coatrabaad  goods  will  be  liable  to  eonfiseatioa 
by  the  Oitomaa  Treasury ;  but  a  report  or  jMianss- 
verbal  of  the  alleged  act  of  contraband  muBt,  as 
seon  as  the  aaid  goods  ane  seiaed  by  the  autiuor- 
ilaes,  be  drawn  op  and  eonmnuncated  to  the  Coa« 
sular  authority  of  the  foreign  subject  to  whom  tb^ 
goods  said  to  be  comtraband  shall  belong  ;  and  no 
goods  ean  be  oonfiacated  as  contraband,  unless  the 
fraud  with  mgard  to  them  shall  be  dnly  and  li^pallj^ 
pioved.

The  High  Contracting  Parties  have  agreed  to 
appoint,  jointly,  Commissioners  for  the  settlement 
of  a  Tariff  of  Custom-house  duties,  to  be  levied  in 
conformity  with  the  stipulations  of  the  present 
Treaty,  as  well  upon  merchandize  of  every 
aescription  being  the  produce  or  manufacture  of 
the  British  dominions  and  possessions  imported 
into  the  Sultan's  dominions  and  possecsionsi  as 
upon  articles  of  every  description  the  produce  or 
manufacture  of  the  dominions  and  possessions  of 
the  Sultan,  which  British  subjects  or  their  agents 
are  free  to  purchase  in  any  part  of  the  Ottoman 
dominions  and  possessions  for  exportation  to  Great 
Britain  or  to  any  other  country. 

The  new  Tariff  to  be  so  concluded  shall  renudii 
in  fcrce  during  seven  years^  dating  from  the  first 
of  October,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  six^- 
one. 

Each  of  the  Contracting  Parties  shall  have  the 
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light,  a  jear  before  tbe  expinttion  of  that  tenn,  to 
demand  the  reviaioii  of  the  Tariff.  But  if,  daring 
the  seventh  jear^  neither  the  one  nor  the  other  of 
the  Contracting  Parties  shall  avail  itself  of  this 
right,  the  Tariff  then  existing  shall  continue  to 
have  the  force  of  law  for  seven  more  years,  dating 
from  the  day  of  the  expiration  of  the  seven  pre* 
ceding  years  ;  and  the  same  shall  be  the  case  with 
respect  to  every  successive  period  of  seven  years. 

ABTICLE  XXm, 

The  present  Treaty  shall  be  ratified,  and  the 
ratifications  shall  be  exchanged  at  Constantinople 
in  two  calendar  months,  or  sooner  if  possible,  and 
shall  be  carried  into  execution  from  the  first  of 
October,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty- 
one*

TBEASUET  WARRANT. 

WHEREAS  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  fourth 
year  of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Mi^esty,  intitulad 
^  An  Act  for  the  regulation  of  the  Duties  of  Fbst- 
age,''  it  is  enacted  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  from 
time  to  time,  and  at  any  time  after  the  passing  of 
that  Act,  by  Warrant  under  their  hands,  to  alter 
and  fix  any  of  the  rates  of  British  postage  or  in- 
land postage,  payable  by  law,  on  the  transmission 
by  the  Post  of  foreign  or  oolonial  letters  or  news- 
papers, or  of  any  other  printed  papers^  and  to  sub- 
ject the  same  to  rates  of  postage  according  to  the 
weight  thereof,  and  a  scale  of  weight  to  be  con- 
tained in  such  Warrant. 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  that  further  roga- 
lations  should  be  made  for  the  transmission  by  the 
Post  of  the  letters  hereinafter  mentioned. 

Now  we,  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Migesty's 
Treasury,  in  exercise  of  the  powers  vested  in  us  in 
and  by  Ihe  said  recited  Act,  and  of  aU  other  powers 
enabling  us  in  this  behalf,  do  by  this  Warrant 
(under  the  hands  of  two  of  us  the  said  Commia- 
sioners,  by  the  authority  of  the  statute  in  that  case 
made  and  provided),  order  and  direct  as  follows : 

1.  On  every  letter  not  exceeding  half  an  oonoe 
in  weighty  transmitted  by  the  Post  between  the 
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United  Kingdom  and  Penang,  Singapore^  Bong 
Kong,  or  China»  there  shall  be  chained  and  takea 
a  oniform  British  rate  of  one  shilling. 

2.  On  every  letter  not  ezoeeding  half  an  ounoe 
in  weight,  transmitted  bj  the  Post  between  Penang, 
Singapore,  Hong  Kong,  or  China,  and  any  of  Her 
Migestj's  colonies  or  anj  foreign  country,  through 
the  United  Kingdom,  there  shall  be  charged  and 
taken  a  uniform  British  rate  of  one  shilling  for  the 
conveyance  of  every  such  letter  between  Penang, 
Singapore,  Hong  Kong,  or  China,  and  any  part  of 
the  United  Kingdom  ;  and  for  the  conveyance  of 
every  such  letter  between  the  port  in  the  United 
Kingdom  of  the  departure  or  arrival  of  the  packet 
or  ship  conveying  the  same,  and  the  colony  or 
foreign  country  to  or  from  which  the  same  shall 
%e  forwarded,  such  a  further  or  additional  rate  of 
postage  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  charged  and 
payable  for  British  postage  on  letters  not  exceed- 
ing half  an  ounce  in  weight,  posted  or  delivered 
at  the  port  in  the  United  Kingdom  of  the  departure 
or  arrival  of  the  packet  or  ship  conveying  the 
same,  and  transmitted  direct  between  such  port 
and  any  such  colony  or  foreign  country,  provided 
that  in  all  cases  where  such  additional  rate 
includes  both  inland  and  sea  services,  there  shall 
be  deducted  from  the  said  rate  of  one  shilling  the 
sum  of  one  penny,  in  respect  of  the  inland  convey- 
ance under  this  clause  of  every  such  letter  sent 
tfarongh  the  United  Kingdom.

The  Speech  of  the  Lords  Commssianers  to  both 
Bouiee  ef  PatrUameiUy  on  Tuesday^  August  &, 
1861. 

My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 

WE  are  commanded  by  Her  Majesty  to  release 
yott  from  further  attendance  in  parliament,, 
and  at  the  same  time  to  convey  to  you  Her 
Majesty's  acknowledgments  for  the  zeal  and 
assiduity  with  which  you  have  applied  yourselves 
to  the  performance  of  your  duties  during  the 
al  Parliament  now  broi^ht  to  a  dose. 
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Her  Majesty  commands  ns  to  inform  yon,  that 
Her  relations  with  Foreign  Powers  are  friendly 
and  satisfactory,  and  Her  Migesty  trusts  that  there 
is  no  danger  of  any  disturbance  of  the  Peace  of 
Europe. 

The  progress  of  events  in  Italy  has  led  to  the 
union  of  the  greater  part  of  that  peninsula  in  one 
Monarchy  under  King  Victor  Emmanuel.  Her 
Majesty  has,  throughout,  abstained  from  any  active 
interference  in  the  transactions  which  have  led  to 
this  result,  and  Her  earnest  wish  as  to  these  affairs 
is,  that  they  may  be  settled  in  the  manner  best 
suited  to  the  welfare  and  happiness  of  the  Italian 
people. 

The  Dissensions  which  arose  some  months  ago 
in  the  United  States  of  North  America  have, 
unfortunately,  assumed  the  character  of  open  war. 
Her  Majesty,  deeply  lamenting  this  cflJamitoua 
result,  has  determined,  in  common  with  the  other 
Powers  of  Europe,  to  preserve  a  strict  neutrality 
between  the  contending  parties. 

Her  Majesty  commands  us  to  inform  you,  that 
the  measures  adopted  for  the  restoration  of  order 
and  tranquillity  in  Syria,  in  virtue  of  conventions 
between  Her  Majesty,  the  Emperor  of  Austria, 
the  Emperor  of  the  French,  the  King  of  Prussia, 
the  Emperor  of  Russia,  and  The  Sultan,  having 
accomplished  their  purpose,  the  European  troops 
which,  in  pursuance  of  those  conventions,  were 
for  a  time  stationed  in  Syria»  to  co-operate  with 
the  troops  and  authorities  of  The  Sultan/  have 
been  withdrawn  ;  and  Her  Majesty  trusts  that  the 
arrangements  which  have  been  made  for  the  admi- 
nistration of  the  districts  which  had  been  disturbed 
will  henceforth  secure  their  internal  tranquillity. 

Her  Majesty  has  seen  with  satisfaction  the  rapid 
improvement  in  the  internal  condition  of  Her 
East  Indian  territories,  and  the  progress  which 
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has  been  made  towards  equalizing  the  revenue* 
and  expenditure  of  that  part  of  Her  Empire. 

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Common*^ 
Her  Majesty  commands  us  to  convej  to  you 
Her  warm  acknowledgments  for  the  liberal  sup- 
plies which  you  have  granted  for  the  service  of 
the  present  year  ;  and  Her  M^esty  has  seen  with 
satisfaction  that,  after  amply  providing  for  the 
wants  of  the  public  service,  you  have  been  able  to 
make  a  sensible  diminution  in  the  taxes  levied 
upon  Her  people. 

My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 

Her  Majesty  commands  us  to  express  to  yoa 
the  deep  gratification  with  which  She  has  witnessed 
the  spirit  of  devoted  patriotism  which  continues  to 
animate  Her  Volunteer  Forces,  and  the  admira- 
tion  with  which  She  has  observed  their  rapid  pro- 
gress in  discipline  and  military  efficiency. 

Her  Majesty  has  given  Her  cordial  assent  to  the 
Act  for  completing  the  number  of  the  Members  of 
the  House  of  Commons,  by  allotting  the  forfeited 
seats  of  Sudbury  and  Saint  Alban's. 

Her  Majesty  trusts  that  the  Act  for  improving 
the  Laws  relating  to  Bankruptcy  and  Insolvency 
will  be  productive  of  important  advantage  to  the 
trade  and  commerce  of  Her  subjects. 

Her  Majesty  has  given  Her  ready  assent  to 
Acts  for  consolidating  and  assimilating  the  Crimi- 
nal Law  of  England  and  Ireland,  and  for  pro- 
moting the  revision  of  the  Statute  Law. 

Her  Majesty  has  given  Her  assent  to  important 
Acts  which  She  trusts  will  have  the  effect  of  open- 
ing more  largely  employment  in  the  public  service 
to  the  European  and  Native  Inhabitants  of  India, 
of  improving  the  means  of  legislation,  of  further- 
ing the  ends  of  justice,  and  ot  promoting  the  con- 
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tentment  and  wdU-being  of  all  claaaes  of  Her 
Majesty's  Indian  subjects. 

Her  Majesty  has  assented  with  pleasure  to  the 
Act  for  the  improvement  of  harbours  on  the  coast 
of  the  United  Kingdom,  and  for  relieving  merchant 
shipping  from  passing  tolls,  and  also  to  the  Act  for 
improving  the  administration  of  the  law  relating  to 
the  relief  and  the  removal  of  the  poor. 

Her  Majesty  trusts  that  the  Act  for  rendering 
more  easy  arrangements  connected  with  the  drain- 
age of  land  will  assist  ugricultural  improvements 
in  many  parts  of  the  United  Kingdom. 

Her  Majesty  has  gladly  given  Her  asflent  to 
nany  other  measites  of  public  usefulness,  the  re- 
sults of  your  labours  during  the  session  now  brought 
to  its  close. 

Her  Majesty  has  observed,  with  heartfelt  satis- 
fiiction,  the  spirit  of  loyalty,  of  order,  and  of  obe- 
dience to  the  law,  which  prevails  throughout  all 
Her  dominions  ;  and  She  trusts  that  by  wise  legis- 
lation, and  a  just  administration  of  the  law,  the 
eoDtinuance  of  this  happy  state  of  things  will  be 
secured. 

On  returning  to  your  respective  counties  you 
will  still  have  important  public  duties  to  perform  ; 
and  Her  Majesty  fervently  prays  that  the  blesaiag 
of  Almighty  God  may  attend  your  exertions,  and 
may  guide  them  to  the  attainment  of  the  objects  of 
Her  Mfjesty's  oooatant  solicitude — the  welfare  and 
happiness  of  Her  people.

Kingdom,  from  which  the  Commissioners  for  exe- 
cuting the  office  of  Lord  High  Admiral  of  the 
United  Kingdom  for  the  time  being  shall  find  it 
necessary  for  the  protection  of  such  port,  harbour, 
or  haven,  or  the  works  thereof,  by  order  under 
their  haads,  or  the  hand  of  their  Secretary,  and 
published  in  the  London  Gazette,  shall  prc^ibic  the 
taking  or  removing  of  such  shingle  or  ballast,  upon 
pain  of  forfeiting,  for  every  such  offisnce,  the  sum 
of  ten  pounds.

On  the  morning  of  that  day  he  accompanied  a 
wing  of  the  67th  Regiment,  when  it  took  up  a 
position  within  500  yards  of  the  Fort  Having 
quitted  cover,  he  proceeded,  under  a  very  heavy 
fire,  to  attend  to  a  Dhoolie-bearer,  whose  wound 
he  had  been  directed  to  bind  up  ;  and,  while  the 
Regiment  was  advancing  under  the  Enemy's  fire^ 
he  ran  across  the  open  to  attend  to  another  wounded 
man,  in  doing  which  he  was  himself  severely 
wounded.

EARTi  RUSSELL,  Her  Majesty's  Principal 
Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs,  has  re« 
oeived  a  Despatch  from  Mr.  McCoskry,  Acting 
British  Consul  at  La«;os,  dated  July  2,  1861,  of 
which  the  following  is  an  extract : 

*^  I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  your  Lordship 
that,  notwithstanding  the  signature  of  the  Treaty 
by  the  King  of  Porto  Novo,  I  found  so  many 
obstacles  to  trade,  arising  chiefly  from  old  native 
eostom,  as  to  deter  most  merchants  from  settling 
there.  I  therefore  thought  necessary  to  go  to 
Porto  Novo  in  Her  Majesty's  ship  Brune^  in  order 
to  have  them  removed,  where  we  arrived  at 
4  P.M.  on  the  1 4th.  The  next  day  I  went  on 
•hore  to  ttie  King,  and  after  a  lengthened  inter'* 
view  of  four  hours,  occupied  in  pointing  out  that 
our  measures  for  opening  his  country  for  free 
legitimate  trade  would  result  as  beneficially  to 
him  as  to  us,  I  left  him,  he  having  promised  to 
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laj'the  matter  before  his  Chiefd  and  Head  Men 
next  day. 

'^  Accordingly,  next  day  they  met,  and  con- 
sented to  the  terms  I  had  drawn  up. 

*^0n  the  17th,  accompanied  by  several  Euro* 
peans  is  witnesses,  I  again  visited  the  King,. when 
the  Treaty,  of  which  the  inclosed  is  a  copy,  was 
signed,  the  King  himself  pointedly  asking  his 
Chiefs  if  they  had  well  considered  the  matter 
before  signing. 

*'  On  my  return  I  called  a  meeting  of  the  Chiefs 
of  Badagry,  and  explained  the  terms  of  a  Mercan* 
tile  Treaty  I  drew  up  for  their  signature.  They, 
with  two  exceptions,  consented  at  once,  and  sub- 
sequently the  whole  of  them  signed  the  Treaty,  of

of  palm  oil  and  other  produce. 

Art.  II.  Legal  traders  shall  be  allowed  to  ac- 
quire, either  by  grant  or  purchase,  land  in  any 
part  of  the  town  or  territory  of  Porto  Novo,  for 
the  erection  of  houses  or  factories  for  the  purpose 
of  trade,  or  for  the  cultivation  of  cotton  or  any 
other  produce,  the  said  houses  or  factories  to  be 
of  whatever  construction  may  be  considered  best 
adapted  to  the  business  of  the  owner  and  the 
security  of  his  property* 

'^  Art  III.  All  classes  of  the  people,  subjects  of 
Porto  Novo  or  residing  therein,  shall  be  allowed 
at  all  times  to  enter  the  houses  of  legal  traders 
established  in  the  territories  of  the  King  of  Porto 
Novo,  there  to  sell  and  barter  the  produce  of  the 
country  ;  the  natives  so  trading  to  be  subject  to 
no  imposts  more  than  when  trading  one  with 
another. 

"Art.  IV.  The  King  of  Porto  Novo  shall 
pnnish,  upon  conviction,  any  of  his  subjects  who 
commit  thefl,  robbery,  or  incendiarism,  affecting 
the  property  of  British  subjects  and  any  other 
legal  trader,  and  will  use  every  means  to  bring 
snch  offenders  to  speedy  justice. 

"  Art.  V.  The  King  of  Porto  Novo  shall  cause 
any  of  his  subjects  or  other  natives  residing  in  his 
territories  under  his  protection,  who  may  be  in- 
debted to  traders,  to  pay  such  debts  within  rea- 
sonable time,  and  if  not  paid  within  the  time  so 
fixed,  the  property  belonging  to  such  person  so 
owing,  shall  be  sold,  and  applied  to  the  liquidation 
of  the  claims  against  him. 

'^Art.  VL  British  subjects  and  other  legal 
traders  shall  be  allowed  to  employ  in  their  busi« 
ness,  within  the  terrritories  of  Porto  Novo,  .the 
natives  of  any  other  country,  either  on  shore,  in 
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tbeir  booses  and  factories,  or  on  the  lagoon,  in  the 
transport  of  goods  or  produce. 

**  Art.  YIL  Any  quarrel  or  dispute  that  may 
arise  between  legal  traders  or  their  employ^ 
and  natives  of  Porto  Noro,  shall  be  referred  to 
the  British  Consular  Agent,  if  there  is  one,  or  if 
not,  to  the  British  Consul  at  Lagos,  who  shall,  in 
conjunction  with  the  King  of  Porto  Novo,  decide 
the  matter. 

**  In  consideration  of  the  due  fulfilment  of  the 
foregoing  articles,  a  payment  of  two  heads  of 
cowries  shall  be  paid  by  all  legal  traders  on  every 
cask  containing  150  gallons  of  palm  oil,  and  two 
strings  of  cowries  for  each  pound  of  ivory  ez« 
ported  from  Porto  Novo ;  it  being  understood 
that  no  other  duty,  direct  or  indirect,  be  levied  on 
the  same  produce,  and  the  King  do  no  trade. 

''It  is  further  agreed  that  a  payment  of  15 
heads  of  cowries  be  paid  for  making  public  the 
readiness  of  any  merchant  to  trade.

the  benefit  of  which  has  been  extended  to  them  in 
pursuance  of  the  12th  Article  of  the  Treaty  of 
the  23rd  January,  1860,  between  Great  Britain 
and  France,  must  be  forwarded  to  the  Secretaries 
of  the  "  Conseils  de  Prud'hommes,"  at  Paris,  in 
sealed  packets  or  boxes,  which  will  be  admitted 
into  France  free  of  duty,  subject  to  the  necessary 
formalities. 

Instructions  have  been  issued  by  the  French 
Government  to  the  Presidents  of  the  Conseils  de 
Prud'hommes  to  follow  the  measures  adopted  at  the 
Registry  of  the  Tribunal  of  Commerce  with  regard 
to  foreign  trade  marks,  in  cases  where  the  deposit 
of  models  is  not  effected  by  the  actual  proprietors. 
In  such  cases  an  agent  must  be  furnished  with  a 
power  of  attorney  either  under  private  seal,  or 
attested  before  a  Public  Notary,  bearing  a  French 
fltamp  and  aathenticated  by  a  French  Consul,  which 
must  be  registered,  and  delivered  by  the  agent  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Conseils  de  Prud'Lommes. 
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The  registration  fee  is  two  francs  whatever  may 
be  the  number  of  designs  or  models  deposited. 

In  cases  where  the  power  of  attorney  is  written 
in  the  English  bnguage,  a  second  registration  fee 
will  be  charged  on  the  translation  which  is 
required  to  be  deposited.

ARTICLE  L 

IN  order  that  the  Queen  of  England  may  be  the 
better  enabled  to  assist,  defend,  and  protect  the 
inhabitants  of  Lagos,  and  to  put  an  end  to  the 
Slave  Trade  in  this  and  the  neighbouring  countries, 
and  to  prevent  the  destructive  wars  so  frequently 
undertaken  by  Dahomey  and  others  for  the  cap- 
tare  of  Slaves,  I  Docemo  do,  with  the  consent 
and  advice  of  my  Council,  give,  transfer,  and  by 
these  presents  grant  and  confirm,  unto  the  Queen 
of  Great  Bntain,  Her  Heirs  and  Successors,  for 
ever,  the  Port  and  Island  of  Lagos,  with  all  the 
rights,  profits,  territories,  and  appurtenances  what- 
soever thereunto  belonging,  and  as  well  the  profits 
and  revenue,  as  the  direct,  full,  and  absolute  do- 
minion and  sovereignty  of  the  said  Port,  Island, 
and  Premises,  with  all  the  royalties-  thereof, 
freely,  fully,  entirely,  and  absolutely.

ARTICLE  m. 

In  the  transfer  of  lands  the  stamp  of  Docemo 
affixed  to  the  document  will  be  proof  that  there 
are  no  other  native  claims  upon  it ;  and  for  this 
purpose  he  will  be  permitted  to  use  it  as  hitherto. 

In  consideration  of  the  cession,  as  before  men- 
tioned, of  the  port  and  island  and  territories  of 
Lagos,  the  representatives  of  the  Queen  of  Great 
Britain  do  promise,  subject  to  the  approval  of  Her 
Migesty,  that  Docemo  shall  receive  an  annual 
pension  from  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain  equal  to 
the  net  revenue  hitherto  annually  received  by 
bim  ;  such  pension  to  be  paid  at  such  periods  and 
in  such  mode  as  may  hereafler  be  determined.

Having  considered  the  Decree  of  12th  March, 
1861,  of  the  late  Neapolitan  Government,  by 
which  the  exportation  of  grain  was  prohibited  ; 

Having  considered  the  prodictatorial  Decree  of 
18th  October  last,  by  which  the  exportation  of 
grain  from  the  Neapolitan  provinces  to  other 
Italian  provinces  was  prohibited  ; 

We  Decree  as  follows  :— 

Abt.  1.  The  prohibition  of  the  exportation  of 
grain  from  the  Neapolitan  provinces  to  the  other 
provinces  of  the  kingdom,  and  that  of  grain, 
Indian  corn,  oats,  barley,  potatoes,  kidney  beans, 
chickpeas,  beans,  and  lentils,  from  the  same  Nea* 
politan  provinces  to  foreign  countries,  will  cease 
from  the  day  of  the  publication  of  the  present 
Decree. 

The  commerce  of  grain  with  foreign  countries 
is  declared  free  in  the  whole  kingdom  as  regards 
the  exportation  and  importation  according  to  the 
terms  of  the  Tariff  of  9th  July,  18o9,  published 
in  Naples  with  the  Decree  of  24th  September, 
1860. 
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Abt.  2.  The  present  Decree  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  approval  of  the  Legislative  Chambers  to  be 
carried  into  law. 

We  command  that  the  present  Decree,  furnished 
with  the  Seal  of  State,  shall  be  put  amongst  the 
oiBcial  collection  of  the  laws  and  decrees  of  the 
Kingdom  of  Italy,  and  sent  to  whoever  it  behoves 
to  observe  it,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  observed.

TREASURY  WARRANT. 

WHEREAS  by  an  Act  of  Parliament,  passed 
in  the  fourth  year  of  the  reign  of  Her  present 
Mfyesty,  intituled  ''  An  Act  for  the  regulation  of 
the  Duties  of  Postage,"  power  is  c;iven  to  the 
Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  from 
time  to  time,  by  Warrant,  under  their  hands,  to 
alter  and  ^t  any  of  the  rates  of  British  postage 
payable  by  law  on  the  transmission  by  the  post  of 
foreign  or  colonial  letters  or  newspapers,  or  of  any 
other  printed  papers,  and  to  subject  the  same  to 
rates  of  postage  according  to  the  weight  thereof, 
and  a  scale  of  weight  to  be  contained  in  such 
Warrant. 

And  whereas  further  powers  are  given  to  the 
Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  by 
another  Act  of  Parliament,  passed  in  the  11th 
year  of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Majesty,  inti* 
tuled  "  An  Act  for  giving  further  facilities  for  the 
transmission  of  letters  by  post,  and  for  the  regu- 
lating the  (hities  of  postage  thereon,  and  for  other 
purposes  relating  to  the  Post-Office. 

And  whereas  certain  powers  are  also  given  to 
the  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasuiy 
by  another  Act  of  Parliament  passed  in  the  1 8th 
year  of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Majesty,  intituled 
'^  An  Act  to  amend  the  laws  relating  to  the  Stamp 
Duties  on  newspapers,  and  to  provide  for  the 
transmission  by  post  of  printed  periodical  pub- 
lications." 

And  whereas  a  new  Postal  Convention  has  been 
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made  and  entered  into  between  Her  Majea^s 
Goyemment  and  the  Goyemment  of  the  Republic 
of  Venezuela. 

And  whereas  it  ia  expedient  for  the  better 
carrying  out  the  same,  that  certain  regulations 
should  be  made  for  the  transmission  by  the  post  of 
the  letters  and  packets  hereinafter  mentioned. 

Now  we,  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesly^s 
Treasury,  in  exercise  of  the  powers  vested  in  us 
in  and  by  the  said  recited  Acts,  and  every  of  them, 
and  of  all  other  powers  enabling  us  in  this  behalf, 
do,  by  this  Warrant  under  the  hands  of  two  of  ut 
the  said  Commissioners  by  the  authority  of  the 
statute  in  that  case  made  and  provided,  order, 
direct,  and  declare  as  follows  :— 

1.  On  every  letter  not  exceeding  half  an  ounce 
in  weight,  posted  in  the  United  Kingdom,  ad* 
dressed  to  the  Republic  of  Venezuela,  or  posted 
in  the  Republic  of  Venezuela,  addressed  to  the 
United  Kingdom  and  transmitted  by  the  post 
between  any  part  of  the  United  Kingdom  and  any 
part  of  the  Republic  of  Venezuela,  either  direct 
or  vid.  the  Island  of  St.  Thomas  (the  conveyance 
between  the  United  Kingdom  and  the  Republic  of 
Venezuela  or  Island  of  St*  Thomas  being  by 
British  packet-boat),  there  shall  be  charged  and 
taken  an  uniform  rate  of  postage  of  sixpence. 

2.  On  every  letter  not  exceeding  half  an  ounce 
in  weight,  posted  in  or  addressed  to  any  part  of 
the  Republic  of  Venezuela«  transmitted  by  the 
post  between  any  port  in  the  Republic  of  Vene- 
zuela and  any  of  Her  Migesty's  colonies,  or  any 
foreign  country,  direct  or  via  the  Island  of  St. 
Thomas,  through  the  United  Kingdom  (the  con- 
veyance between  the  Republic  of  Venezuela  and 
the  United  Kingdom,  being  direct  or  via  the 
Island  of  St.  Thomas,  by  British  packet  boat), 
there  shall  be  charged  and  taken  a  British  rate  of 
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postage  of  sixpence  for  the  conveyance  of  every 
Buch  letter,  between  any  port  in  ^e  Republic  of 
Venezuela,  and  any  part  of  the  United  Kingdom  ; 
and  for  the  conveyance  of  every  such  letter  be- 
tween the  port  in  the  United  Kingdom  of  the 
departure  or  arrival  of  the  packet  or  ship  con- 
veying the  same,  and  the  colony  or  foreign  countrv 
to  or  from  which  the  same  shall  be  forwarded, 
such  a  further  or  additional  rate  of  postage  as 
shall  from  time  to  time  be  charged  and  payable 
for  British  postage  on  letters  not  exceeding  half 
an  ounce  in  weight,  posted  or  delivered  at  the 
port  in  the  United  Kingdom  of  the  departure  or 
arrival  of  the  packet  or  ship  conveying  the  same, 
and  transmitted  direct  between  such  port  and  any 
such  colony  or  foreign  country ;  provided  that  in 
all  cases  where  such  additional  rate  includes  both 
inland  and  sea  services,  there  shall  be  deducted 
from  the  said  rate  of  sixpence  the  sum  of  one 
penny,  in  respect  of  the  inland  conveyance  under 
this  clause  of  every  such  letter  sent  through  the 
United  Kingdom. 

3.  On  every  letter  not  exceeding  half  an  ounce 
in  weight,  transmitted  by  British  packet  boat  from 
any  port  in  the  Republic  of  Venezuela  to  any 
other  foreign  port,  without  passing  through  the 
United  Kingdom,  there  shall  be  charged  and 
taken  a  British  rate  of  postage  of  four  pence. 

4.  All  such  respective  letters,  so  transmitted  as 
hereinbefore  in  the  first,  second,  and  third  clauses 
of  this  Warrant  mentioned,  if  exceeding  half  an 
ounce  in  weight,  shall  be  subject  to  the  several 
further,  and  additional,  and  progressive  rates  of 
postage  hereinafter  mentioned  (that  is  to  say)  :  *- 

On  every  such  letter,  if  exceeding  half  an 
ounce  in  weight,  and  not  exceeding  one 
ounce  in  weight,  there  shall  be  charged, 
taken,  and  paid  two  rates  of  postage ; 
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And  on  every  such  letter,  if  exceeding  one 
ounce  and  not  exceeding  two  ounces  in 
weight,  four  rates  of  postage  ; 

And  on  every  such  letter,  if  exceeding  two 
ounces  and  not  exceeding  three  ounces  in 
weight,  six  rates  of  postage  ; 

And  for  every  additional  ounce  in  weight  of 
any  such  letter  above  the  weight  of  three 
ounces,  there  shall  be  charged,  taken,  and 
paid  two  additional  rates  of  postage  ;  and 
every  fractional  part  of  such  additional 
ounce  shall  be  charged  as  an  additional 
ounce  in  weight,  and  each  progressive  and 
additional  rate  chargeable  under  this  clause 
shall  be  estimated  and  charged  at  the  sum 
which  any  such  letter  would  be  charged 
with  under  this  Warrant,  if  not  exceeding 
half  an  ounce  in  weight 

5.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed 
in  anywise  to  annul,  prejudice,  or  affect  any  of 
the  exemptions  and  privileges  granted  by  the 
said  recited  Act  passed  in  the  fourth  year  of  the 
reign  of  Her  present  Majesty,  or  to  annul,  preja- 
dice,  or  affect  any  of  the  privileges  which  seamen 
and  soldiers  employed  in  Her  Majesty's  service 
are  now  by  law  entitled  to,  of  sending  and 
receiving,  by  the  post,  letters  not  exceeding  half 
an  ounce  in  weight,  subject  to  the  regulations  and 
restrictions  in  respect  of  the  same. 

6.  On  every  printed  British  newspaper  posted 
in  the  United  Kingdom,  addressed  to  the  Republic 
of  Venezuela,  and  on  every  printed  newspaper 
posted  in  the  Republic  of  Venezuela,  addressed  to 
the  United  Kingdom,  transmitted  by  the  post 
between  the  United  Kingdom  and  the  Republic 
of  Venezuela  direct,  or  vift  the  Island  of  Saint 
Thomas,  by  packet-V)at,  there  shall  be  charged, 
taken,  and  paid  in  the  United  Kingdom  the  rate 
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of  BiitiBh  postage  hereinafter  mentioned,  that  is 
to  say :  if  not  exceeding  the  weight  of  four  ounces, 
a  rate  of  one  penny  ;  and  if  exceeding  that 
weight,  but  not  exceeding  the  weight  of  eight 
ounces,  a  rate  of  two  pence ;  and  for  every 
additional  four  ounces  in  weight  of  any  such 
newspaper  above  the  weight  of  eight  ounces,  an 
additional  rate  of  one  penny  shall  be  charged ; 
and  any  fractional  part  of  such  additional  four 
ounces  riiall  be  charged  as  an  additional  four 
ounces  in  weight. 

7.  All  packets  consisting  of  newspapers,  books, 
publications,  or  works  of  literature  or  art, 
whether  British,  colonial,  or  foreign,  and  all 
packets  consisting  of  printed  votes  and  proceed- 
ings of  the  Imperial  Parliament,  may  be  trans- 
mitted by  British  packet-boat  from  any  port  in 
the  Republic  of  Venezuela  to  any  other  port 
without  passing  through  the  United  Kingdom 
at  the  rates  of  British  postage  hereinafter  men- 
tioned ;  that  is  to  say : 

On  every  such  packet,  if  not  exceeding  four 
ounces  in  weight,  there  shall   be  charged, 
taken,  and  paid  for  the  transmission  thereof 
respectively  as  aforesaid,  the  uniform  single 
rate  of  postage  of  one  penny  ; 
And   on    every  such   packet   exceeding  four 
ounces  in  weight,  there  shall  be  charged, 
taken,  and  paid,  progressive  and  additional 
rates  of  postage  as  foUows ;  that  is  to  say  :

for  executing  the  Office  of  Lord  High  Admiral  of 
the  United  Kingdom  for  the  time  being  shall  find 
it  necessary  for  the  protection  of  such  port,  har- 
bour, or  haven,  or  the  works  thereof,  by  order, 
nnder  their  hands,  or  the  hand  of  their  Secretary, 
and  published  in  the  London  Gazette,  shall  pro- 
hibit the  taking  or  removing  of  such  shingle  or 
ballast,  upon  pain  of  forfeiting  for  every  snch 
offence  the  sum  of  ten  pounds. 

And  whereas  we,  as  Commissioners  for  execu- 
ting the  Office  of  Lord  High  Admiral  of  the 
United  Kingdom,  have  found  it  necessary,  for  the 
protection  of  the  harbour  or  haven  of  Belfast 
Lough,  in  that  part  of  the  United  Kingdom  called 
L:^nd,  to  prohibit  the  taking  or  removing  of 
any  ballast  or  shingle  from  the  shores  or  banks, 
or  any  portion  of  the  shores  or  banks  of  the  said 
harbour  or  haven.  Now  we  do  hereby  order  that 
no  person  or  persons  shall  take  or  remove  any 
ballast  or  shingle  from  such  shores  or  banks,  or 
any  portion  of  the  said  shores  or  banks.

the  hands  of  two  of  us  the  said  Commissioners  {hj 
the  authority  of  the  statute  in  that  case  made  and 
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provided)  order  and  direct  as  follows  ;  that  is  to 
say  :— 

1.  On  every  letter  posted  in  the  United  King- 
dom, addressed  to  Natal,  and  transmitted  by  the 
post  from  any  place  in  the  United  Kingdom  to 
Natal,  by  British  or  Colonial  packet-boat,  the 
postage  thereof  shall  be  paid  at  the  time  of  the 
same  being  posted. 

2.  If  any  letter  shall  be  posted  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  addressed  to  Natal,  without  any  post- 
age having  been  paid  thereon,  every  such  letter 
shall  be  forwarded,  charged  with  the  amount  of 
the  postage  to  which  it  would  have  been  liable  if 
the  postage  had  been  paid  when  posted,  together 
with  a  further  and  additional  rate  of  postage  of 
sixpence. 

3.  If  any  letter  shall  be  posted  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  addressed  to  Natal,  and  the  postage 
paid  thereon  shall  be  less  in  amount  than  the  rate 
of  postage  to  which  such  letter  would  be  liable, 
under  or  by  virtue  of  the  regulations  in  force 
relating  thereto,  every  such  letter  shall  be  for- 
warded, charged  with  the  amount  of  the  difference 
between  the  postage  paid  thereon,  and  the  post- 
age to  which  it  would  have  been  liable  if  the 
postage  had  been  paid  when  posted,  together  with 
the  further  and  additional  rate  of  postiigc  of  six- 
pence. 

4.  Nothing  hereinbefore  contained  shall,  in  any- 
wise,  prejudice  or  afiect  the  privilege  granted  by 
the  said  Act,  passed  in  the  fourth  year  of  the  reign 
of  Her  present  Majesty,  in  favour  of  Petitions  and 
Addresses  forwarded  to  Her  Majesty  by  the  post, 
nor  the  privilege  granted  by  the  same  Act,  to 
Members  of  each  House  of  Parliament,  to  receive

The  Commanders  of  the  allied  forces  shall  be,

A  Commission  composed  of  three  Commis- 
doners,  one  to  be  named  by  each  of  the  Contract- 
ing Powers,  shall  be  established  with  f  uU  authority 
to  determine  all  questions  that  may  arise  as  to  the 
application  or  distribution  of  the  sums  of  money 
which  may  be  recovered  from  Mexico,  having 
regard  to  the  respective  rights  of  the  three  Con- 
tracting Parties. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  High  Contracting  Parties  desiring,  more- 
over, that  the  measures  which  they  intend  to 
adopt  should  not  bear  an  exclusive  cluuracter,  and 
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baing  aware  that  the  Government  of  the  United 
Stateiy  on  its  port,  has,  like  them,  claims  to  en*

Police  of  the  Port  of  Toidtcha. 

Art.  1.— Eveiy  vessel  passing  in  sight  of 
Toultcha,  or  stopping  in  the  port,  is  required  to 
hoist  her  flag,  and  to  comply  with  the  orders  of 
the  Captain  of  the  Port  in  all  matters  relating  to 
the  navigation  regulations. 

Art.  2. — Every  vessel  intending  to  make  a 
stay  at  Toultcha,  must  be  moored  on  the  right 
bank ;  and  under  no  circumstances  may  more 
than  three  vessels  moor  alongside  of  each  other. 

Art.  3. — No  vessel  will  be  permitted  to  cast 
anchor  in  the  nnvigable  channel  before  Toultcha, 
to  the  right  of  the  moorings  and  the  red  buoys 
stationed  along  the  left  bank  of  the  river. 

Art.  4. — Vessels  will  be  allowed  to  warp 
round  the  Toultcha  bend  by  means  of  the  buoys 
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and  mooring  beams,  but  are  prohibited,  under  any 
circumstances^  from  being  made  fast  to  them. 

It  is  also  forbidden  for  two  or  more  vessels  to 
warp  at  the  same  time,  by  means  of  the  same 
buoy. 

Akt.  5. ^E very  infringement  of  the  present 
regulations  will  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  from 
two  to  ten  Dutch  ducats. 

Art.  6.— -The  Captain  of  the  Port  of  Toultcha, 
and  ultimately  the  Lispector-General  of  the  navi* 
gation  of  that  part  of  tho  Lower  Danube  below 
Isaktcha,  are  charged  respectively,  to  enforce  the 
execution  of  these  regulations,  which  will  come 
into  operation  immediately  after  their  publication 
in  the  port  of  Toultcha. 

II. 

Provisional  Regulations  for  establishing  a  General 
Inspection  of  the  Navigation  of  that  part  of  Hie 
Danube  below  Isaktcha. 

The  European  Commission  of  the  Danube,  with 
the  view  of  thoroughly  enforcing  the  execution  of 
the  provisional  regulations  relative  to  police  and 
navigation  already  adopted,  and  having  reference 
to  Article  16  of  the  Treaty  of  Paris,  dated  30th 
March,  1856,  further  promulgates  the  subjoined 
provisional  regulations. 

Art.  1. — ^An  Inspector-General,  invested  with 
international  powers  as  representing  the  European 
Commission,  shall  be  appointed  to  enforce  on  that 
part  of  the  Danube  below  Isaktcha,  a  strict 
compliance  with  the  regulations  enumerated 
below : — 

(a)  The  provisional  regulation  relative  to  the 
police  and  navigation  of  the  Lower  Danube 
between  Isaktcha  and  Sulina,  dated  27th 
June,  I860. 
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(b)  The  provisional  reg^ulation  relative  to  the 
discharge  of  baUast,  dated  29th  April,  1868, 
but  80  far  only  as  this  regulation  affects  the 
river,  exclusive  of  the  port  and  roadstead  of 
Sulina. 

(«)  The  provisional  regulation  relative  to  the 
pilotage  of  the  Lower  Danube,  dated  9th 
July,  1860,  but  so  far  only  as  the  pilotage  on 
the  river  proper  is  concerned.  (Section  11  of 
the  Regulation). 

(d)  The  provisional  regulation  relative  to  the 
lighter  service  on  the  Lower  Danube,  dated 
26th  July,  1860,  but  so  far  oidy  as  lighter 
operations  on  the  river  are  concerned,  ex*^ 
elusive  of  the  port  and  roadstead  of  Sulkia. 

(e)  The  provisional  regulation  relating  to  the 
police  of  the  port  of  Toultcha,  dated  9th  Sep- 
tember, 1861. 

Art.  2.-*The  Inspector-General  will  estaUish 
himself  at  Toultcha.  He  witt  have  under  his 
directions  four  superintendents,  nominated  by  him, 
with  tlie  sanction  of  the  authority  which  he  repre- 
sents, who  will  have  assigned  to  them  portions  of 
the  river  in  the  following  order,  viz. : 
1st  Division. 

From  Isaktcha  to  Tchatal  de  St.  Georges. 
2nd  Division. 

From  Tchatal  de  St.  Georges  to  the  lowei^ 
mouth  of  the   Pftpadia,  in  the  Sulina  Channel, 
inclusive. 
Srd  Division. 

From  the  lower  mouth  of  the  fPi^^adia,  to  the 
Guard  House  No.  14. 
4th  Division. 

From  the  Guard  House  No.  14y  to  the  limits  of 
the  port  of  Sulina,  on  the  river  side  (Article  I  of 
the  regulation  respecting  the  police  of  the  port» 
dated  9  th  July,  1860;. 
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Abt.  3.— The  duties  of  the  Intpeetor-GenerBl 
will  oontist  t«» 

(I).  In  superintending  the  execution  of  the  re- 
gulations enumerate  in  Article  I^  in  proving: 
the  infringement  of  the  provisions  contained 
in  those  regulations,  and  in  enforcing  the 
prescribed  penalties  against  delinquents. 

(2).  In  preparing,  after  a  personal  inspection  of 
the  localities,  in  cases  of  stranding  or  ship- 
wreck, a  circumstantial*  prods-verbal  as  to 
the  casualty,  to  be  communicated  to  the  com- 
petent authority.  The  Inspector-General 
will,  moreover,  provisionally  possess  the 
powers  conferred  on  the  Inspector  of  Techni- 
cal Works,  by  Articles  37,  38,  and  39  of  the 
regulation  rdating  to  the  river  police,'dated 
27  th  June,  1860. 

In  cases  of  average,  especially  if  arising  out  of 
collision,  the  Inspector-General,  if  able  to  state 
the  &cts,  and  if  requested  by  one  of  the  parties 
interested,  will  prepare  a  circumstantial  proc^s- 
verbal,  to  be  in  like  manner  transmitted  to  the 
competent  authority. 

He  will  not  be  concerned  with  questions  of  a 
purely  technical  character  relating  to  the  im- 
provement of  the  river  ;  though  he  will  be  at 
liberty  to  suggest  to  the  Commission  any  im- 
provements likely  to  facilitate  the  navigation  of 
the^  river. 

Art.  4.—- The  Superintendents  will  look  ex- 
clusively for  directions  to  the  Inspector-General, 
and  will  be  bound  to  report  to  him  any  facts  of 
interest  occurring  in  their  respective  limits,  as 
laid  down  in  the  preceding  Article. 

Abt.  5.— The  Inspector-General  will  be  subject 
exclusively  to  the  European  Commission,  to 
whom  he  will  transmit  every  month,  independently 
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of  ordinary  communicaUong,  a  general  and  snc- 
cinct  report  upon  the  working  of  the  regulations. 

Art.  6.— The  Inspector-General  will  make 
every  month  at  least  two  tours  of  inspection  from 
Toultcha  to  Sulina,  independently  of  the  more 
frequent  trips  he  may  be  compelled  to  take  in  the 
ordinary  execution  uf  his  duties.  One  of  the 
rep^ular  tours  he  will  make  in  a  boat. 

The  Superintendents  will  be  required  to  traverse 
once  daily,  either  by  land  or  water,  and  alternately, 
half  the  divisions  respectively  allotted  to  them. 

AsT.  7. — The  Inspector- General  and  his  Assist* 
ants,  will  be  expected  to  be  acquainted  with 
several  of  the  languages  in  use  on  the  Lower 
Danube. 

Abt.  8. — The  Salary  of  the  Inspector-General, 
will  be  1,000  Dutch  ducats  per  annum,  without 
any  allowance  for  ofHce  or  travelling  expences  ; 
it  is,  however,  to  be  understood,  that  the  European 
Commission  will  provide  for  the  appointment  and 
remuneration  of  a  clerk,  and  will  furnish  the 
Inspector  with  a  boat,  fully  equipped  for  his  tours 
of  inspection. 

The  salary  of  the  four  Superintendents,  will  be 
•300  Dutch  ducats  each,  without  any  additional 
allowance.  A  boat  will  be  provided  for  them, 
which  they  will  be  expected  to  keep  in  an  efficient 
state. 

The  salaries  of  the  Inspector-General  and  hts 
clerk,  as  also  those  of  the  Superintendents,  will  be 
a  charge  paid  out  of  the  Navigation  Chest  at 
Sulina. 

Art.  9. — ^The  present  regulations  will  not  in 
any  way  affect  the  relations  subsisting  between 
the  European  Commission  and  the  Captain  of  the 
port  of  Sulina. 

Akt.  10. — The  Inspector-General  will  receive 
from  the  European  Commission  of  the  Danube, 
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special  instructions,  determining  more  precisely 
the  nature  of  his  duties. 

He  will  be  furnished,  as  well  as  his  superin- 
tendents, with  a  warrant  from  the  Commission  to 
establish  their  authority,  and  with  a  signal  flag  of 
several  colours.

Merchant  Service,  who,  in  conformity  with  Her 
Majesty's  gracious  intentions,  are  desirous  of  en- 
rolling themselves  as  Officers  of  the  Royal  Naval 
Reserve,  under  the  conditions  specified. 

1.  NumbeTy  ClasSj  and  Rank, 

The  Officers  of  the  Royal  Naval  Reserve  shall 
not  exceed  the  total  number  of  400,  and  shall  con- 
sist of  two  classes  :— 

1.  Lieutenants  of  Naval  Reserve,  whose  num- 
ber shall  not  exceed  130  ;  and  who  will  rank 
with,  but  after,  Lieutenants  of  the  Royal 
Navy.

Sub-Lieutenants  of  Naval  Reserve,  whose 
number  shall  not  exceed  270  ;  and  will  rank 
with,  but  after,  Bub-Lieutenants  of  the  Bojal 
Navy. 

2.  Appointment, 

Officers  of  both  classes  will  receive  their  ap- 
pointments from  us  ;  but  applications  for  appoint- 
ments should  be  made  through  the  Board  of  Trade, 
London. 

3.  Qualificatian. 

Masters  of  merchant-vessels  who  hold  certifi* 
cates  of  competency  under  the  '^  Mercantile  Marine 
Act  of  1850,"  or  the  <' Merchant  Shipping  Act» 
1854,"  and  who  have  commanded  vessels  of  not 
less  than  500  tons  burthen,  for  not  less  than  two 
years,  shall  be  eligible  for  appointment  as  Lieute- 
nants or  Sub-Lieutenants  of  the  Royal  Naval 
Reserve. 

Chief  mates  of  merchant  -  vessels  who  hold 
masters'  or  chief  mates'  certificates  of  competencj 
under  the  "Mercantile  Marine  Act,  1850/'  or  the 
''Merchant  Shipping  Act,  1854,  and  who  haTe 
sulcd  as  masters,  or  as  chief  mates,  in  vessels  of 
not  less  than  500  tons  burthen,  for  not  less  than 
two  years,  shall  be  eligible  for  the  appointment  of 
Sub-Lieutenant  of  the  Uoyal  Naval  Reserve. 
Masters  with  extra  certificates  will,  as  a  general 
rule,  have  the  preference. 

Qualification  for  the  First  Class  will  indude 
qualification  for  the  Second  Glass. 

No  Master  or  Mate  will  be  enrolled  as  Lieu- 
tenant or  Sub-Lieutenant  whose  sge  exceeds  45. 
This  limit  will  subsequently  be  altered  to  85«  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  the 
Admiralty. 

Masters  of  merchant- vessels  who  are  actually 
afloat  and  in  command,  though  they  may  be  above 
the  age  of  45  years,  may  be  enrolled  as  Bonorary 
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Lieatenantd.  of  the  Royal  Naval  Reserve,  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Trade. 

The  number  of  Honorary  Lieutenants  is  not  to 
exceed  100  in  addition  to  the  numbers  above 
specified.

4.  Promotion, 

Officers  of  the  Second  Class  will,  if  qualified,  be 
eligible  for  promotion  to  the  First  Class,  at  our 
discretion. 

Officers  who,  when  in  actual  service,  may,  by 
the  character  or  length  of  their  service,  obtain  our 
special  approbation,'  will  be  eligible  to  receive 
Commissions  as  Officers  in  the  Royal  Navy,  of  the 
same  grade  as  that  with  which  they  may  rank  at 
the  time.

— Instead  of  the  stripe  ol' half-indi 
lace  round  the  sleeves  of  the  coats  there  is  to 
be  a  stripe  formed  of  two  waved  lines  of 
quarter'-inch  gold  braid,  intersecting  each 
other,  so  as  to  form  a  band  half  an  inch  wide, 
the  blue  elpth  to  shew  between  the  curves.

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Sub-Lieutenants  to  have  one  such  waved  line 
of  the  same  braid. 

The  buttons  of  both  classes  to  be  of  the  Royal 
Navj  pattern,  with  the  letters  "  ft.N.R."  in 
old  English  character,  surmoanted  by  a 
crown. 

Instead  of  the  anchor  on  the  epaulettes  and 
shoulder  straps  respectively,  there  is  to  be  a 
badge  consisting  of  a  silver  anchor  in  the 
centre,  surrounded  with  the  words  "  Boyal 
Naval  Reserve  "  embroidered  in  gold. 

Instead  pf  the  bullion  loop  on  the  cocked  hats, 
the  loop  to  be  formed  of  two  gold  braids 
twisted  the  same  as  for  coat  sleeves.

e.  Drill. 

Officers  will  be  required  to  undergo  in  each 
year  a  course  of  28  dajs*  drill  and  gunnery 
instruction  on  board  the  district  or  drill  ships  at 
the  ports  in  their  respective  vicinity,  viz.  :'— 
London,  Shields,  Sunderland,  Hull,  Southampton* 
Falmouth,  Bristol,  Liverpool,  Leith,  Greenock. 
Dublin,  or  Queenstown. 

7.  Meuing. 

Officers,  whilst  on  drill,  will  live  on  shore,  and 
receive  the  following  subsistence  allowance,  viz.:—

When  called  out  for  service  they  will  mess  with 
their  respective  ranks. 
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8.  Discipline,

Officers  will,  whilst  called  out  for  Actual  ser- 
vice, receive  the  pay  of  their  corresponding  ranks 
in  the  Royal  Navy. 

Officers  who  may  receive  hurts  or  wounds 
whilst  on  service,  will  receive  the  same  pensions, 
and  allowances,  to  which  Officers  in  the  Navy 
would  be  entitled  under  similar  circumstances. 

Widows  of  Officers  who,  whilst  in  actual  ser- 
vice, may  be  killed  in  action,  or  die  from  accident 
resulting  from  the  performance  of  their  duty,  will 
receive  the  same  pensions  as  the  widows  of  Naval 
Officers  of  corresponding  rank  would  be  entitled 
to  under  similar  circumstances.

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TREASURY  WARRANT. 

WHEREAS  by  an  Act  of  Parliament,  passed 
in  the  fourth  year  of  the  reign  of  Her  Majesty^ 
cap.  96,  for  the  regulation  of  the  duties  of  postage, 
power  is  given  to  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Ma- 
jesty's Treasury,  from  time  to  time,  by  Warrant, 
under  their  hands,  to  alter  and  fix  any  of  the  rates 
of  British  posta^^e  payable  by  law  on  the  trangmia* 
sion  by  the  post  of  foreign  of  colonial  letters  or 
newspapers,  or  of  any  other  printed  papers,  and  to 
subject  the  same  to  rates  of  postajre  according  to 
the  weight  thereof,  and  a  scale  of  weight  to  .be 
contained  in  such  Warrant 

And  whereasj,  further  powers  are  jfiven  to  the 
Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  by 
another  Act  passed  in  the  eleventh  year  of  the 
reign  of  Her  Majesty,  cap.  85,  for  giving  further 
facilities  for  the  transmission  of  letters  by  post, 
and  for  the  regulating  the  duties  of  postage 
thereon,  and  for  other  purposes  relating  to  the 
Post  Office. 

And  whereas,  certain  powers  are  also  given  to 
the  Commissioners  of  Hef  Majesty's  Treasury  by 
another  Act  passed  in  the  18th  yearpf  the  reign 
of  Her  M^esty,  cap.  27,  for  amending  the  laws 
relating  to  the  stamp  duties  on  newspapers,  and 
for  providing  for  the  transmission  by  post  of 
printed  periodical  publications.

Majesty  and  the  Emperor  of  the  French,  for 
regulating  the  communications  by  post  between 
their  respective  dominions ;  and  that  it  was  expe* 
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dient  for  the  better  carrying  out  of  the  same,  thai 
certain  regulations  should  be  made  in  the  manner 
thereinafter  mentioned,  did,  in  exercise  of  the 
powers  reserved  to  them  in  and  by  the  said  herein- 
before recited  Acts  of  Parliament,  and  every  of 
them,  and  of  aU  other  powers  enabling  them  in 
that  behalf,  order  and  direct  that  certain  letters 
therein  respectively  mentioned,  and  also  certain 
packets  consis>ting  of  printed  newspapers,  and 
oertain  other  packets  consisting  of  printed 
papers,  other  than  newspapers  therein  respec- 
tively mentioned,  might  be  respectively  trans- 
mitted by  the  post  in  conformity  with,  and 
under,  and  subject  to,  certain  regulations, 
orders,  directions,  and  conditions,  and  at  certain 
rates  of  postage  therein  respectively  mentioned, 
contained  and  specified.  And  the  said  Commis* 
fiioners  o{  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  did  further 
order  and  direct  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  the 
Commissioners  for  the  time  being  of  Her  Ma- 
jesty's Treasury,  by  warrant  under  their  hands 
duly  made  at  any  time  thereafter,  to  alter,  repeal, 
or  revoke  any  of  the  rates  of  postage  thereby  hxed 
or  any  of  the  orders,  regulations,  conditions,  and 
restrictions  thereby  made,  and  to  make  and  estab- 
lish any  new  or  other  rates,  orders,  regulations, 
conditions,  and  restrictions,  in  lieu  thereof,  and 
from  time  to  time  to  appoint  at  what  time  the 
rates  which  might  be  payable  were  to  be  paid. 

And  whereas  a  further  Treaty  or  Convention 
hath  been  lately  entered  into  between  Her  Ma- 
jesty and  the  Emperor  of  the  French  for  further 
r^ulating  certain  communications  by  the  post  be- 
tween their  respective  dominions,  and  it  is  expe- 
dient for  the  better  carr}'ing  out  of  the  same  that 
certain  further  an^  other  regulations  should  be 
made  in  the  manner  hereinafter  mentioned. 

Now  we,  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Mi^esty'a^ 
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Treasury,  in  exercise  of  the  powers  reserved  to 
us  in  and  bj  the  said  hereinbefore  recited  Acts  of 
Parliament,  and  everj  or  anj  of  them,  and  of  all 
other  powers  enabling  us  in  this  behalf,  do,  bj 
this  Warrant,  under  *he  hands  of  two  of  us  the 
said  Commidsioners,  bj  the  authority  of  the 
statute  in  that  case  made  and  provided,  order  and 
direct  as  follows,  that  is  to  say:^- 

1.  All  packets  consisting  of  patterns  of  mer* 
chandize  of  no  intrinsic  value,  or  consisting  of 
photc^raphs  on  paper,  commercial  or  l^al  docu- 
ments, parts  or  sheets  of  music,  and  other  papers 
in  manuscript,  which  shall  not  consist  of  a  letter 
or  communication  in  tlie  nature  of  a  letter,  or 
which  could  serve  as  a  letter  or  communication  in 
the  nature  of  a  letter,  may  be  transmitted  by  the 
post  between  any  part  of  the  United  Kingdom  or 
the  Island  of  Malta  and  any  part  of  France  or 
Algeria  in  conformity  with  and  under  and  sub- 
ject to  the  same  or  the  like  orders,  directions, 
regulations,  and  conditions  as  are  now  in  force  and 
subject  to  the  same  or  the  like  rates  of  postage  as 
are  chargeable  and  payable  in  respect  of  printed 
papers  transmitted  by  the  post  between  the  United 
Kingdom  or  Malta  and  France  or  Algeria  in  and 
by  the  said  recited  Warrant,  bearing  date  the  20th 
day  of  December,  1 856,  and  lor  the  purposes  of  such 
transmission,  the  said  several  articles  in  this  clause 
above  enumerated  shall  be  subject  and  liable  to 
the  same  or  like  orders,  directions,  regulations, 
restrictions,  and  rates  of  postage  as  are  mentioned, 
contained^  and  specified  in  the  said  recited  War- 
rant, bearing  date  the  20th  day  of  December, 
1856,  with  respect  to  printed  papers  thereby  au- 
thorized to  be  transmitted  by  the  post  between  the 
United  Kingdom  or  Malta  and  the  Kingdom  of 
France,  so  far  as  the  same  are  or  can  be  rendered 
iqpplicable  thereto* 
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2.  If  any  packet  transmitted  by  the  post  under 
the  first  clause  of  this  Warrant,  be  sent  by  the 
post  otherwise  than  in  conformity  with  the  con- 
ditions and  regulations  established  by  or  contained 
in  the  said  Treasury  Warrant,  bearing  date  the 
20th  day  of  December,  1856,  in  respect  of  printed 
papers  authorized  to  be  transmitted  by  the  post 
between  the  United  Kingdom  or  Malta  and 
France,  so  far  as  the  same  are  applicable  to  the 
packets  mentioned  in  the  first  clause  of  this  War- 
rant, the  same  shall  and  may  be  detained  and 
opened  at  any  place  in  the  United  Kingdom,  and 
at  the  option  of  the  Postmaster-General,  shall  be
